ANOTHER HOUSE PULLEDr 
The Police Board, inclading the sublime Reno, 
and Klokke the Hatter, have been stirred to the 
very foundations by Tun Tarsunz. Yesterday 
they held another conciave and resolved to order 
Capt. Buckley to made a second pull. The keno, 
faro, and roulette rooms at No. 183 Madison 
street, reported to be kept by John Dowling & 
Co., was the objective point for last night's op- 
erations. Sergt. Conners was intrusted withthe 
| task, and, with twelve men dressed in citizens’ 
clothes, made a successful raid, taking vo less 
than forty prisoners. In the early part of the 
evening four officers quietly slipped into the 
lace, attired in citizens’ dress, and remained 
bere for afew minutes, when they cautiously 
guarded the doors and awaited the coming of 
the squad under Conners, keeping, meanwhile, 
a careful eye on the inmates to prevent es- 
capes. The faro and other apparatus for playing 
were co fiscated. The prisouers were m 
to the Armory in pairs. So quietly did the offi- 
cers act that po crowd collected, and the prison- 
ers were not geeted by outsiders as they walked 
out of tbe gambling-rooms. All were consigned 
to cells until the arrival of Justice Boyden at mid- 
night, when they were bailed in the sum of $200 
each, Dowling becoming surety for the whole 
party.

Educated Oysters, 

Before the railroad days our oys wers 
used early in the fall to u 
the Hudson River for orders, to be filled just bo- 
tore the river should be closed witn ice. The 
meaning of this is that these men committed 
themselves to supply oysters in the shell, with 
the tee that bivalves thus supplied 
shouid not die before their time came. The oys- 
ters were actually kept alive during the greater 
part of the long winter. The fat bivalves were 
bandled with some care, and were spread on the 
cellar floor, the round or lower side down, 80 as 
not to allow the liquor to escape. That such a 
life required a great change of capacity or habit 
in the bivalve is evident: and it needed a train- 
ing, yes, an education, ere the oyster attained 
such ability. And this was the way it was done: 
Beginning early in the fall, the cuitivator of the 
oyster way Seg the fat bivalves from their bed 
where he planted them, aud laid them a 
littie higher up on the shore, so that for a short 
time each day they were exposed out of the wa- 
ter.

TAXATION. 


Lecture of James P. Root on Eminent 
Domain Special Assessments, Etc. 
James P. Root leetured yesterday afternoon 

before the students of the Law School on the 

subject of Emineot Domain, Special Assess- 
ments, etc, He spoke substantially as follows: 

‘lhe power of the Government to take the 
property of the citizen is inherent and absolute, 
except so far as it is restrained by limitation im- 
posed by a written constitution, or by a custom 
so old that the peopie will rise in rebellion when 
it is violated. This power does not proceed 
from a grant, but is of the essence of govera- 
ment. We cannot conceive it otherwise,except in 
a state of nature, where the person ceases to be a 
citizen, and acquires what he is able holding 
the same by physical force. 

In the earlier history of the world this power 
was absolute, and, if there were any limitations, 
they were self-imposed, and could be revoked as 
easily as they were ituposed ; but, as intelligence 
boame more general, the people began to insist 
upon some rights, and gradually monarchs were 
limited in power. William of Normandy set 
himself up as a government in Englaud, abso- 
lute as to authority, but his successors were 
curtailed, and by means of treaties, acts of Por- 
liamente, war, and deposition of sovereigns, the 
English people have a Constitution as binding as 
= 8 e Government has been bhedged 

ut. 
. ‘THE POWER OF THK GOVERNMENT 
consists of two kinds. 

First—That which enables it to acquire a 
revenue by taxation. 

Sccond— That which enables it to acquire par- 
ticular property without conseut of its owner, 
aud is called emment domain. 

Taxation is that which requires every person 
to contribute something to che support of the 
Government, whether he will or not. The Gov- 
erumeut bas a first lien on all he has to the ex- 
tent of bis share. 


EMINENT DOMAIN 
is the taking of land against the will of the 
over. It cannot be land generally, but must be 
some particular parcel. It must be for some 
particular public purpose incident to Govern- 
ment—something of benefit to the people. The 
occasion of its exercise is to be determined by 
the Goverument. This is a political question, 
and is sometimes known as the policy of the 
Government. This is pot a question for the Ju- 
diciary. Just compensation shall be made. 
This is an expreas provision of the Constitu- 
tion. 
It appears, then, as to this power: 
First It is inbereut in the Government. 
Seoond—It must be for a specitic pubiic pur- 


pose. 

Third—It must seek specific land. 

Fourth—Just compensation shail be made. 

As has been stated, the general rule is that 
the Government determines the necessity, but s 
cage may be put so flagrantly outrageous that 
the courts would be authorized to interfere. 
Suppose it were in no sense fora public purpose. 
Suppose it were to condemn land for a dairy- 
farm for the benefit of a private eorporation. 
would it be competent for the General Assembly

WHO MAY EXERCISE THE POWER, 
we may safely say: 
First—The State, for public buildings, high- 
ways, or canals, 
Second—Such municipal corporations as shall 
be established by law with authority to open and 


impiove roads, walks, paras, snd other improve- 
ments intended forthe benefit of the general 


public, 

Third—Such corporations as are organized for 
private profit. but whose object is to benefit the 
public, ag in case of railways and other common 
carriers. These latter are called quasi public. 

Municipal corporations may authori 
2 to make improvements within certain 

mits, and in such cases the Municipal Govern- 
ment can determine when the necessity arises ; 
but the class of improvements will be limited by 
the organic law of the corporation. Quasi- 


public ations can only be authorized to 
exercise power in the i case au- 
thorized. 


THE MODE OF PROCEDURE 
is established by law. Before the Court can pro- 
ceed it must appear that it has jurisdiction of 
the subject matter and the person. 

First— corporation must appear to be aa- 


Second—The purpose — — be public. 

Third—The particular fand must be designa- 
ted, and its owuer brought into court. 

Fourth—That the petitioner is unable to agree 
with the owner as to price, or that it cannot be 
acquired in any other mode. 

In Iilinois, by the Constitution of 1870, the 
compensation must be ascertained by a jury, and 
by statute of Ilhnois the benefits which may ac- 
crue to the owner by reason of the proposed im- 
provement cannot be considered in reducing 

his damages. In the Constitution of 1870 the 
word damaged inserted, so that private 
property cannot be taken or “damaged” with- 
out just compensation. This is a very sly 
amendment.

Church Services To-Day. 


BISHOP WILLIAM L. HARRIS. 

An event of much more than usual importance 
and interest in Chicago Methodist circles was 
the arrival of Bishop William L. Harris, D. D., 
LL. D., yesterday, to fix his permanent residence 
in this city. The family of the Bishop, consist- 
ing of his wife and two daughters and a son, pre- 
ceded him by about ten days, and have been the 
guests of A. E. Bishop, Esq. Bishop Harris ur- 
rived on the 10 o’¢lock train yesterday from New 
York, aud is expected to preach in one of the 
Methodist ehurches to-day. 

In the entire Board of Methodist Episcopal 
General Church Superintendents there is not one 
who is more popular than is Bishop Harris. By 
hard labor, persistent study, good nature and 
merit, and royal good health, he has reached the 
nighest office in the gift of hie Church. He has 
worked his way up from the ranks of the min- 
istry in such a way as to have the satisfaction of a 
umversal acknowledgment that he is worthy of 
the place, 

A slight sketch of his life will not be uninter- 
esting. He was born m Richiend County. Ohio, 
Nov. 4, 1547, and was educated at Norwalk Sem- 
mary. In his 17th year he was converted, and 
was licensed to preach shortly afterward. He 
joined the Ohio Conference in 1836. Here, in 
addition to the work of the Conference, studies 
necessary to his graduation as a minister, he 
also carried forward a parallel college course, 
upon which he was examined and admitted 
regularly to the degree of A. B., just as though 
he had been in college. 

He was chosen Secretary of hie annual con- 
ference for several years, au office of honor 
and responsibility, which shows that be early 
was marked as a man of ability. In 1848 he was 
elected President of Baldwin University: and, in 
1851, he accepted a professorship in the Ohio 
Wesleyan University as an associate with Bishop 
Thompson. He was elected to the General 
Conference in 1856, and has been a member of 
every General Conference since. He was 
shosen Secretary of the General Oonferen ce iu 
1856, which place he filled in every subsequent 

session of that body until his eiection te the 
Bishopric in 1872. 

In 1860 he left the University to fill the office 
of Secretary of the Missionary ard, having 
been elected to that office by the General Con- 
ference of that year. After serving a term of 
wel ve years in this office, aod gaining many 
friends by his admirable executive ability, he 
was, in the General Conference which assembled 
n Brooklyn in 1872, elected to the high office of 
Bishop. In the following year he was eppointed 
by the Board of Bishops to visit the mission 
fields in Japan, China, India, and Europe, con- 
nected with the Methodist Episcopal Chureh, 8 
duty which he has just accomplished. After an 
sbsence of nearly a year and a halt, he returned 
to the United States in October, in time to at 
tend the annual meeting of the Mis- 
sionary Board im New York, Among 
the twelve members of the Episcopal Board 
present his influence was conspicuous, During 
the’ session he was constantly called upon for in- 
formation respecting the proper sums to be ap- 

ropriated for mission sustentation during 1875. 

e Bishop proved, ig Bens remarks, how clear! 
be had observed, and how intimately acquai 
be is with every missionary abroad. 

Bishop Harris is large and stalwart in frame, 
& perfect specimen of vigorous manhood. Open, 
frank, and cheerful, he wins the hearts all 
with whom he associates. He kes work, and 
bas done his share of it. As a writer be is vig- 
vrous, clear, and terse. During the culmination 
of the Anti-Slavery struggle im the Methodist 
Eviscopal Church, be took an active part, and 
wrote considerably on the subject. His coming 
to Chicago for his permanent residence will be 
welcomed, not merely by his Own Church, but 
by all the religious bodies of the city. 
Dee. 6 he will attend the general annive of 
the Society in Boston. Dee. 16 he 
will hola in Chicago a judioial conference for the 
settlement of appeals from the annual confer- 
ences, there being five such cases to be settled. 
Immediately afterward he will go South, to at- 
tend several annual conferences which are to be 
held during the early months of the new year.

What he now 
takes is made by the nuns of St. Joseph 
for his especial use. The frugal habita of 
august prisoner, as he delights to be called, have 
secured for him wonderfully good bealth for a 
man of his age. Hie doctor and surgeon visit 
him once a week, feel his pulse, assure him he is 
free from fever, and retire. The babbling of the 
valet de chambre is interesting to octogenarians.

TRINITY METHODIST EPISCOPAL 
CHURCH. 
The main auditorium of this fine edifice, situ- 
ated on Indiana avenue near Twenty-fourth 
street, is rapidly approaching completion, and is 
so nearly finished as to admit of mention. This 
Society has worshiped for three years in the 
lecture-room of the building, which is a model 
of convenience and beauty, and is alone amply 
capable of accommodating an audience of 1,000 
persons. On Christmas or some time during the 
holidays it is expected that the auditorium will 
be dedicated. This is a church gathering place 
second in size, convenienee, or beauty to none in 
the oity. It will accommodate easily 1,500 per- 
sons with seats, being 72 feet in width by 136 in 
length. The ceiling and walls have been fres- 
coed in fine taste; while the two great windows 
which light the transept are models of the art of 
decoration. The room is surrounded on three 
sides by a gallery much after the style of Cen- 
tenary M. E. Church of this city. The organ oc- 
cupies a place at the rear of the pnipit. It is ex- 
pected to be one of the best of Steer & Turner's 
make, Westfield, Mags. 

The pulpit is more a platform than anythin 
like the traditional place where Mr. Pound 
is accustomed to emphasize the Scriptures by 
manual thum itis some 20 feet broad, and 
16 — by steps which climb ite entire 
front. No semblance of a desk is apparent, only 
a stand at one side to hold a Bible and a hymna- 
book. It is understood that this platform has 
been constructed to suit the suggestions of Dr. 
ae who is to be the pastor in charge after 
next February. The galleries are to be seated 
with chairs, while the main floor will have seats of a 
peculiar style, which are now being manufactured 
at Richmond, Ind. All the woodwork is black 
walnut. The beating and ventilation are of 
most approved character. Coils of pipe along 
the transept, and flues in the front portion of 
the auditorium, ing up from coils below, 
convey ample heats to the room from boilers 
constructed by Winne & Co. The floor is to be 
carpeted by a design which is now in process of 
manuf The building, when completed, 
will cost about $90,000, which sum in these

THE CASE OF W. N. STURGES. 

We have been favored with a series of publica- 

tions containing the evidence and the arguments 
and statements in the case of Mr. W. N. Sturges, 
who is arraigned before the Board of Trade 
upon several charges of uncommercial conduct. 
The facts, as we understand them, are that in 
July last Mr. Sturges was running a corner in 
corn ; that on that occasion several persons and 
firms who bad sold to him defaulted in the 
delivery ; that in several cases the defaulters 
claimed that they were prevented from deliver- 
ing by Mr. Sturges directly or indirectly. These 
cases were all submitted to the Board of Arbitra- 
tion, which committee fixed a rate at which most 
of the contracts were settled, —all resulting in a 
profit to Mr. Sturges of about $7,500, not in- 
cluding the loss from delay, etc. 

In September, there was another excitement in 

corn. Mr. Sturges was a large seller. On the 
last day of September the ruling price was 79 to 
80 cents for cash corn. Mr. Sturges sold largely 
at these prices, and, though numerous persons 
vainly sought to purchase corn for shipment at 80 
cents, he claims to have made other sales at 70, 
$6, and 60 cents. He failed to deliver to a num- 
ber of purchasers at the high prices, but claims 
to have delivered the corn sold at the lower 
prices. On the 3lst day of July, while the ruling 
prices were 64 to 68 cents per bushel for corn, 
Mr. Sturges announced a purchase by him of 
250,000 bushels at 80 cents,—that price being 16 
cents above the then market price, and above 
the price at which he had himself sold corn on 
that day. 

Denton & Co., who failed to deliver corn to 
Sturges on the 3lst of July bought for delivery 
next day, claimed damages. The matter was 
referred tothe Committee on Arbitration, who 
awarded Denton & Co. damages, which award 
was subsequently affirmed by the Committee on 
Appeals. Mr. Sturges refuses to abide by this 
award. ye 

Certain charges were preferred agaist Mr. 
Sturges, and investigated by the Board of Di- 
rectors, who, upon the facts and evidence, re- 
ported to the full Board of Trade that My. Stur- 
ges had been guilty of — 

Piret—Selling large amounts of ccrn, on Sept. 30, 
for delivery before 8 o’clock that day, which corn he 
did mot deliver according to the terms of his sale, 
while he swears that he did deliver a much larger 

amount of corn that day, which he claims to have sold 
ata later hour than the above, and at from 10 to 20 
cents per bushel below its actual value; and, fur- 
ther, that he has refused to pay, or in any way ac- 
knowledge his liability for, the actual damages in- 
curred by the purchasers of such corn, by reason of 
his failure to fulfill his contracts, thus leaving the 
parties to whom he had sold such property without 
remedy, except by the action ef the Board, or the 
dilatory processes of law. 
Second—Refusing to adjust his undisputed and ma- 
tured contracts for the sale, by himself, of large quan- 
titres of corn at seller’s option during September last, 


and refusing to release margins deposited to secure 
the fulfillment of such contracts. : 
Therd—Making purchase of property at fictitious 
prices, largely above the real value in the market of 
such property for the evident purpose of extorting ex- 
cessive money damages from those with whom he had 
maturing contracts; and also making sales, or alleged 
sales, of pro , at far below its real value in the 
market, for the evident purpose of seeking to avoid 
the payment of just damages to those with whom he 
had matured and undisputed, but unfulfilled, con- 


#ourth—-Refusing to be governed by the rules of the 

end denying its jurisdiction over him as 
a member, by written refusal to abide the award in the 
case of Denton & Co., etc. 

Mr. Sturges makes a general denial of the au- 
thority of the Directors to present charges 
against him, or of the Board of Trade to try 
him on the charges preferred; he denies the 
binding obligation of the award, and insists 
upon a trial before the law courtsof all the mat- 


Assuming that the transactions charged 

we think the time has now come when the Board 
of Trade shall decide once for all whether it wil 
continue its organization, or dissolve; and to 
decide whether this great commercial city shall 
or shall not be represented by a Board of mer- 
chants, or by an organized body of desperate 
and unscrupulous speculators. It is of peculiar 
tignificance that Mr. Sturges can gay:

the Board of Trade and to the general commer- 
cial reputation of the city. Is the Board equal 
to the task of vindicating itself? If not, then 
the sooner it dissolves the better. Better for 
Chicago that there be no Board of Trade at all 
than one where the transactions degenerate 
into frands, snd where the reckiess speculators 
and their adberents rule and control, and stamp 
the Board itself with their own reprehensible 
character. , 

In the papers of the case is a statement 
made by Mr. Sturges that in June and July, 
1874, he purchased tene million bushels of 
corn! This statement is not denied or dis- 
proved by those who are prosecuting. They do 
not seem to give to the transaction, if true, the 
consideration its importance demanda. It will not 
be pretended that these stupendous purchases, 
or apy considerable part thereof, were bona fide ; 
that those who sold held that amount of corn, 
or that Sturges ever received it; the sales were 
largely fictitious, or, in other words, were mere 
bets on the market. The law of this State, 
which went inte operation July 1, 1874, pro- 
vides— 

Whoever contracts to have or give to himself er 
another the option to sell or buy at a future time any 
grain or other commodity, . . . oF corners the 
market, or attempts to do so, in relation to any of such 
commodities, shall be fined not less than $10 nor more 
than $1,000, or confined in the county jeil not exceed- 
ing one year, or both; and all contracts made in viola- 
tion of this section shall be considered gambiing con- 
tracts, and shall be void, 

This is the law of the State, and furnishes the 
respectable and honest members of the Board of 
Trade an all-sufficient reason for the suppres- 
sion of all uncommercial and illegitimate trans- 
actions among its members, Has the Board the 
moral courage to deal properly with this evil, 
even if to do so requires the expulsion of every 
offending member who shall be guilty of such 
transactions ? 


THE ‘*‘NINETY-DAY LAW.” 
The extent to which a large city is infested 
with gamblers, thieves, confidence-men, roughs, 
and the dangerous classes generally, depends on 
the vigilance of the police in driving them out. 
The rule is, that every city must take care of 
itself; the effect of its application is, that the 
cities whose authorities are lax have more than 
their proportion. The gamblers and thieves be- 
long to a nomadic class, and migrate before con- 
stituted authority. There is a certain Ma- 
sonry about their organization which enables 
them to communicate secretly and quickly the 
relative chances in the various cities 
for being let alone. Their favorite haunts 
are changed according to circumstances. 
This year it will become generally under- 
stood, perhaps, that they will find no 
comfort in New York or Boston ; next year that 
it will be exceedingly warm for them in Phil- 
adelphia or St. Louis ; and so they avoid the cities 
where they have received warnings, and congre- 
gate in larger number in those cities where their 
operations are treated with greater leniency. 
When the People’s Party (7) went into power 
in Chicago about a year ago, there was a general 
advertisement to the gamblers and thieves 
throughout the country that the policy of the 
Chicago authorities would be “liberal”; the re- 
sult was that the dangerous clasaos flocked bere 
by the scores and hundreds. As they found that 
the policy had not been misrepresented, they 
have been constantly increasing instead of de- 
creasing ever since. 
Most of the other cities in this country have a 
decided advantage over Chicago and other IIli- 
nois cities in the possession of more stringent 
laws for the apprehension or dispersal of the 
known bad characters. These laws have been 
generally adopted by State Legislatures after the 
model of the English code for arresting profes- 
sional criminals when found in suspicious places. 
In Philadelphia, for instance, there is what is 
known as the Ninety-Day Law,” which author- 
izes the police to arrest any man known to be a 
thief, confid tor, bunko-roper, or noto- 
rious criminal, when he is found without em- 
ployment or in a place likely to develop his crim- 
inal propensities. When arrested, the man is 
taken before a magistrate, who is author- 
ized to hold him over for good be- 
havior to auy amount which may seem 
proper. If the known criminal fail to furnish 
bail he is sent to prison for ninety days, and he 
may be rearrested when his term is finished if 
he is again found under similar conditions to the 
first arrest. When bail is furnished, t is 
usually under the condition that the vagrant 
shall leave the city. New York has a law known 
as the Professional Criminals Act,” of like 
application ; and so, we believe, have Detroit, 
Milwaukee, and several other large cities. As 
long as the Illinois Legislature neglects to pro- 
vide a similar law for the protection of Chicago 
and other cities in this State, we shall be at a 
constant disadvantage. The bunko-gamblers, 
confidence-men, and thieves driven out of 
other cities under these laws will come 
to Chicago, where no such danger awaits 
them. Moreover, our police and justices 
have this excuse of a defective law constantly at 
hand to urge as an explanation of their failure 
to suppress the criminal classes. The municipal 
authorities of Chicago should exert themselves 
to induce the Legislature which meets next 
winter to provide a law by which known crimi- 
nals may be arrested when they are found loaf- 
ing about as vagrants, and be compelled by our 
Police Magistrates to give bonds for their good 
behavior or go to jail, where, if they must be 
supported at the expense of the law-abiding, 
peaceable, and industrious classes, they will at 
least be prevented from committing criminal 
depredations on the public. 
— — 

THE OWNERS OF GAMBLING-HOUSES. 

There is one way in which every gambling-den 
in Chicago may be closed within a brief period. 
It is to indict the owner of every building in 
which gaming is tolerated. The lawis ample for 
this proceeding. Section 127 of the Criminal Ju- 
risprudence of this State provides that Who- 
ever keeps a common gaming-house, etc., or 
knowingly rents any such place for any such 
purposes, shall, upon conviction, for the first of- 
tense be fined not less than $100, and for the 
second offense be fined not less than $500 and be 
confinedin the county jail not leas than six 
months, and fof the third offense shall be fined 
not less than $500 and be imprisoned in the 
Penitentiary not less than two years 
nor more than five years.” The State’s Attorney 
has expressed the opinion that this gambling act 
is sufficiently broad to enable him to convict any 
mao guilty of the practices it prohibite; yet 
that portion of it which relates to the owners of 
buildings and rooms in which gaming is pursued 
has been utterly ignored. It is the plainest 
proposition in the world that, if this portion of the 
act were rigidly enforced, it would not be neces- 
sary to prosecute any further, House-owners 
would pot run the risk of the county jail or the 
Peaitentiary for anv consideration of rental, and 
there would be no gambling if the gamblers 
could find no local habitation. 

This leq is entirely just and reasonable. The 


| man who knowingly rents a buli dug or u room 

to be used for gaming purposes becomes 
a partner in the faro-besk or the keno- 
table which is run in it. His rental 
depends upon the profits of the gumbler, 
se that he is directly interested in having the 
house largely visited and run in such a way as to 
pat money in the keeper’s purse. There is not 
a gaming-house in this city but whose owner, 
either of his own knowledge or through his 
agent, is aware of the character of the business 
transacted, if it has been occupied for this pur- 
pose as much as & month. After ascertaining 
the fact, the owner then knowingly rents his 
house for gaming purposes, since he could de- 
clare the lease forfeited on account of the nefari- 
ous and unlawful business transacted. And he 
would declare it forfeited unhesitatingly if he 
thought there were the slightest danger of being 
indicted under the Jaw. 

The duty of the police in this matter is clear. 
Every gambling-bouse in the City of Chicago is 
known to them. They could prepare within 
twenty-four hours a complete list of them, to- 
gether with the names of the owners of 
the buildings in which they sre located. 
The Police Commissioners should direct 
the Chief of Police to give an order to his Cap- 
tains and Sergeants to have such a list made. 
He should then, by their orders, notify the 
owner of every building and room used for gam- 
ing purposes of the law and the fact, so that 
there could be no pretensa of ignorance in re- 
gard to the character of the business. He 
should next be instructed to report to the Grand 
Jury the names of all the owners who did not 
immediately. clean out the gambling-hells; 
aod he should also furnish the ne- 
cessary evidence to secure their indict- 
ment. With the law before them, and such 
evidence as the police could furnish, no Grand 
Jury could fail to find true bills. The indict- 
ment and conviction of half-a-dozen house-own- 
ers would render it a physical impoasibility for 
gamblers and bunko- men to secure quarters for 
the prosecution of their unlawful traffic. If the au- 
thorities even profess a desire to put a stop to the 
gambling that now runs riot in Chicago, and check 
the other crimes which grow directly out of it, 
they will lose no time in adopting this method, 
which is sure to be efficacious. We shall see 
whether there is any disposition to act upon the 
plan which the law has provided for them. If 
the police do their duty in the premises, we 
bave no doubt that the Grand Jury, the State's 
Attorney, and the courts will complete the good 
work. 


POPULAR EDUCATION IN A REPUBLIC. 
One of the most remarkable systems of public 
instruction in the world is that of the Canton of 
Zurich, Switzerland. The Government of Zurich 
is a democratic despotism. The laws passed by 
its Assembly have to be ratified by the popular 
vote before they can take effect. For nearly 
forty years it bas derived all its revenues frum 
an income and property tax, arranged on a slid- 
ing scale, so that the rich pay more, not only ab- 
solately but in proportion, than the poor, The 
Canton provides gratuitous education, civil and 
military, and compeis all its inhabitants to avail 
themselves of it. It habitually grants subsidies 
to book-publishers. This scheme of government 
contains some of the features which are almost 
universally considered by writers on political ad- 
minietration to be fatal to the prosperity of the 
individual and the preservation of the State. It 
is a striking proof of the way in which practice 
so often modifies theory, especially in politics, 
that Zurich is one of the world’s most 
flourishing communities. The ratio of its ac- 
cumulated capital to its area is something re- 
markable. The average wealth of its families is 
three times that of France. Pauperism does not 
exist. The standard of education is marvelously 
high. 

The system of public instruction is a trifle 
complicated, when put into print. Schools for 
children under 6 are free from State interfer- 
ence. Thisis, however, a matter of complaint. 
From the age of 6, the child is under Govern- 
ment control. If he or she goes to the public 
schools, instruction is free. If to the private 
schools, the State supervision still continues. 
Primary instruction, compulsory upon all. lasts 
nine years. The first six are spent in the ele- 
mentary,” the last three in the “ complementa- 
ry,” schools. In the former, the sessions 
consume from twenty to twenty-eight hours 
per week, exclusive of the sewing-lessons 
of the girls. No child under 12 years 
of age ia permitted to go out to work. The course 
of the complementary schools consumes four 
hours of each Tuesday and Thursday, and con- 
sists of a review of all the elementary studies. 
At this point, when the pupils are 15 years old, 
compulsory education, except in singing, ceases. 
One bour a week for one year must be spent in 
finishing the musical course, which begins eight 
years beforehand, when the scholars are but 7 
years old. There are 600 of these elementary 
and complementary schools. In 1872, 33.000 
children attended them, at an average cost of $4 
apiece. They have to huy the necessary books, 
but the subsidies to printers and lithog- 
raphers make these wondrously cheap. 4 
first-rate atlas, in the hands of every scholar, 
costs next to nothing.” Boys and girls are 
educated together. The teachers are now all 
masculine, but some women are to be employed 
hereafter. There are substantially no prizes, 
but a scholar getting good marks need pay noth- 
ing for instruction in the higher grades of 
schools now about to be described. 

Next to the primary schools are the secondary, 
seventy-six in mumber. Since last year, these 
have been made free to all. Instruction is given 
in modern languages, history, geography, phys- 
ical science, etc. The boys learn geometry, and 
the girls sewing and conversation.“ If the 
last branch is well taught, Zurich society must 
be in delightful contrast with that of the rest of 
the world. The 3,000 pupils in these schools cost 
the Canton $2.50 apiece per year. 

The next grade is the Cantonal school, 
properly so-called. Graduates of the comple- 
mentary schools can enter it. Zurich pays $40 
per year for each pupil in this, and he or she 
pays $10. The courses of study are divided and 
sutdivided with great minuteness. The Specta- 
tor sums up the whole system to this point by 
saying: Thus the school-years of working- 
men are from six to fifteen (or sixteen, if we in- 
clude the last year’s singing class); those of the 

rades are from six to seventeen (six years in the 
primary schools, two in the secondary or Can- 
tonal schools, three in the industrial schools), 
those of the engineer, architect, chemust, etc., 
from six to seventeen anda half; those of the 
lawyer, doctor, theologian, etc., from aix to 
eighteen.” 

Besides all these schools, Zurich maintains an 
university of four faculties, and the Swiss Con- 
federation supports, in the Canton, se first-class 
polytechnic sohovl. A course of lectures in 
either, occeupying one hour a week through the 
year, costs $2. 


} 


The inhabitants of Zurich pay an avétage 


school-tax of $1.15, exclusive of the voluntary 
contributions of the Communes towards the sal- 
aries of teachers. The aggregate educational 
tax is $260,000 . year, which is proportionately 
about fourteen times the sum France spends for 
the same purpose. The money is cheerfully 
given. Improvements in the school system are 
being constantly made. The statistics of intelli- 
gence in the army show that the soldiers of Zu- 
rich are ten times betser educated than those of 
England. There ia no comparison between them 
and the French soldiery. The latter are hope- 
lessly behindhand. 

Politics, like dreams, sometimes go by oontra- 
ries. Hereisa Republic which, by trampling 
on some of the features usually considered e- 
sential to the existence of such a Government, 
has laid those sure, strong foundations of popu- 
lar sovereignty for which most Republics have 
sighed in vain. The system would probably fail 
if tried in its entirety on a large area, but Amer- 
ican educators. and statesmen can get valuable 
hints from the abundant details we have given. 
WORKINGMEN AND THE SAVINGS-BANES. 

A workingman sends us ® communication, 
from which we make the following extract: 


As 2 workingman and a lover of your paper, may I 
say that some days ago I read an article in III II. 
USE urging the workingmen to invest their surplus 
earnings in savings-banks? At the time of the panic 
Tue Tun and other city papers pointed out the 
great defects in the Savings-Bank law in not holding 
the stockholders responsibie to the depositors for the 
amount deposited in the banks, which has made the 
workingmen have no confidence in the banks. In- 
stead of placing their money in them, they keep it 
about them, and others spend it. I can assure you I 
have had $800 in my pocket tor the last twelve months, 
and I have not enough im the banks to 
place it there, and I know many similarly situated. 

May I respectfully ask you to give your honest opin- 
ion about the safety of the banks? Why cannot the 
State make a law to hold the banks responsible to the 
State and the State to the deposjtor? 


This workivgman asks a question which bas 
probably been asked by numerous others. He 
has had $800 lying idle in his pocket a whole year, 
when it might have been earning 6 per cent in 
the bauk. It has been unproductive capital, of 
no use to him and creating nothing, and he 
naturally enough has tired of being his own 
banker, without the ability to pay dividends. He 
might have invested his money otherwise,—io 
cheap lots for instance ; but it is possible be has 
no more confidence in lots than he hasin banks. 
What shall he do with it ? 

In answer, we return to our first position— 
put it in the savings-bank ir there is no other 
use for it. It is mot difficult to find banks that 
are worthy of confidence. Our correspondent 
alludes to the fact that the stockholders of the 
banks are not responsible to the depositors. 
The savings-banke, thus far, have not been 
organized under a general law, but under special 
charters. Nevertheless, some of them have 
voluntarily announced their liability to the 
amount of double their capital stock. But even 
in this case our correspondent will see that the 
line of deposits may be immense and the capital 
stock small, so that this would not be a com- 
plete guarantee. The only perfect guarantee 
he has is in the reputation of the bank 
and the integrity of its officera. There are many 
banks in this city, like the State Savings, the Fi- 
delity, the Merchants’ Savings, Loan and Trust 
Company, the Merchants’, Farmers’, and Mechan- 
ica’ Savings Bank, the German Savings Bank, 
the Chicago Savings Institution, and others 
which have proved themselves worthy of the 
confidence of the workingmen. They are offi- 
cered by honest and capable men, who have 
proved their ability to manage their banks by 
carrying them through the recent severe finan- 
cial papic with success, and are to-day as sound 
and powerful as the National Banks. 
In mentioning the above banks, we 
do not imtend to throw any § discredit 
upon the others, bat we select them 
oaly as prominent instances of banks which 
workingmen can trust, and in which, in our 
opinion, their deposits will be safe. With re 
spect to the second point made by our corre- 
spondent,—that the banks should be made re- 
sponsible to the State and the State to the de- 
positor,—this is not practicable. Such an ar- 
rangement could only be effected with the Gen- 
eral Government, as is the case of the British 
Postal Savings-Banks. This is not. however, a 
novel suggestion. It has been made many times, 
but has never been received with great favor, 
either by the Government or the people. 
Our correspondent, therefore, who has the idle 
8800 in his pocket, should place it in s good 
savings-bank, and he should choose his bank by 
the experievce it has had in the past, and the 
prudence, and skill, and integrity of its officers. 
If this is not sufficient guarantee for him, it is all 
he can get. Rather than let his $800 lie idle in 
his pockets, however, another year, be had bet- 
ter put it in a lot, or in a mortgage, or Govern- 
ment bond. It is of no use to him or any one 
else in his pocket. 
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MUSCULAR CHRISTIANITY. 

We fear that the Rev. Dr. Elliott, of Washington, 
Ky., has been making unkind references from 
the pulpit to the probable future of the editor of 
the Maysville (Ky.) Zagle. At any rate, the 
blood of the Zagleis up. It issues unpleasant 
biographical sketches of the Rev. Elliott as rap- 
idly as ite namesake screams. If one-tenth or 
so of what it says is one-quarter true, the resi- 
dents of Washington are not to be congratulated 
on their choice of a pastor. We extract from the 
Zagle s crowded columns a few of the chief 
charges against this expounder of the Gospel and 
pounder of men, as follows: 

His firat appearance in Washington was as a 
teacher. In this capacity be managed to quar- 
rel with everybody and to embroil the whole town 
in litigation. When the verdicts were rendered 
aod the fees were paid, it was found that the 
clerical combetant had got into his hands, by 
some legal legerdemain, the title to the town 
Court-House. He has since established himself 
there, and invites the town to put him 
out. As he is panoplied with revolvers, 
the town has not yet found time or courage to do 
so. Having secured the citadel, he attacked the 
outworks. It is the custom in the Village of 
Washington to hitch horses to the fence of the 
Court-House yard. The Rev. Elliott objected to 
thie because the animals gnawed the rails. He 
could not have his property destroyed in that 
way. It is easy to see that, if twenty horses eat 
two splinters a day apiece, a square of fencing 
will soon vanish. At any rate, the belligerent 
divine thought so. When the yeomaary of 
Washington persisted in fastening their horses 
to the fence which they had paid for, he white- 
washed the rails with a compound of plaster and 
poison. No horses have been hitched there 
since, Such triumphs excited him to further 
efforts. He locked up the well in the Oourt- 
House square from which the Washingtonians 
were wont to take their daily drinks. A number 
ef young men with an unwonted fondness for 
cold water tried to break the lock one night. 
Elliott lay in ambush for them and opened fire 
with a revolver. A brief, fierce struggle ensued. 
Whee the smoke of the shooting cleared away 


— They were sitting, and standing, and 


‘the, prosteste form of the divine wae dimly 
‘@incovered beneath those of all the nice young 


eprawiiig upon him impertially. His bullets 
‘had missed, and his foes had tridmphed. His 
revolver was taken as 0 lawful prize of war, and 
his lock was smashed, but be was let go free. 
He is now supposed to be lurking somewhere 
within the Oourt- House, waiting for fresh 
chatices of combat. The town still claims to 
own that structure, but would probably be will- 
ing to sell ite title cheap, especialiy if the pur-. 
chaser would agree to remove the building and 
its contents. The story of the Rev. Elliott's 
doings, if it is true as it is told, might be placed 
beside the exploits of the Rev. E. E. Hale’s hero 
who stole a meeting-house. Stealing s Court- 
House and its appurtenances is something more 
surprising still. 

LIBERALISM IN THE CHURCH. 

The leaven of Liberalism seems to be at work 
in the theological lump and in most uvexpected 
quarters. Its last manifestation is in Congre- 
gationalism, and New England Coogregational- 
iam at that. The good old Puritanical divives 
must have stirred most uneasily in their graves 
during the recent sesssion of the Congrega- 
tional Conference at Bridgeport, Conn., if they 
were aware of the effect of Yale liberalism upon 
their successors, or if any notes of the discus- 
sion which was favorable to greater Christian 
zeal, more catholicity of dogma, and more 
solemnity of forms, penetrated into their quiet 
resting-places. Mr. Beecher bas always been 
an audacious iconoclast, but his liberalism has 
never occasioned much surprise, as he has 
spoken only for himself, and the denomina- 
tion has not felt obliged to sept bis 
views upon theology any more that they bave 
his views upon free-love. But in this Confer- 
ence the delegates were the leading men of the 
Church, and they spoke for the Chureh. Thus 
Dr. Bacon, in a discussion on creeda, demanded 
that the Church should make such d statement 
of belief as would not exclude “ any Christian 
from the privileges of the Church, and asserted 
that the whole practice of subscribing to creeds 
had no warrant either ia Scripture or in reason. 
Dr. Rankin, of Fairfield, Dr. Fields, and ether 
Doctors concurred in Dr. Bacon views, and 
drew up a resolution recommending the churches 
to make such a statement of belief as would not 
exclude any Christian, which was passed by an 
overwhelming majority. This having been done, 
President Porter spent a short time in vindicat- 


ing Tyndall. Dr. Barton then discussed the 


value of a book of common prayer and of 
forms for various ceremonies. The arguments 
which he adduced in support of a prayer-book 
were very pertinent. He nes it would be a 
great aid to young ministers who were often too 
melancholy and low-spirited to pray well; it 
would choke off old ministers who were liable to 
pray half an hour without stopping; it would 
suppress fantastic and ridiculous praying; and 
lastly it would prevent others from making the 
mistake, which be made sometimes, of intimas- 
ing that a deceased person might be unhappy in 
his condition, implying thereby that be was not 
in the better world. With regard io the admin- 
istering of the Sacrament, he took very advanced 
grounds, and said m this connection: “ We 
want the strengthened ritual—many of us. We 
want the ‘Te Deum,’ we want the ‘Gloria in 
Excelsis, we want the Catholic ereeds 
spoken or chanted by all the people, we want the 
incomparable Ter-Sanctus, we want the 
‘ Benedictus,’ as spoken by Zacharias and 
chanted by all generations. I euppose there are 
some among us who would discard such a hymn 
as the ‘Te Deum,’ for the very reason that it 
has been sung throughout the Christian world, 
almost universally, for more than a thousand 
years.” The views of the Conference on Rit- 
ualism may be inferred from the fact that, when 
good Deacon Tompkins had the temerity to offer 
a resolution condemning Ritualism, it was voted 
down by a large majority. 

The action of this Conference is suggestive as 
a sign of the times. It will strike many another 
good old deacon besides Tompkins with a sort of 
holy horror, but it indicates most accurately the 
drift of the religious world. Mr. Gladstone, in 
his famous article on “ Ritualism,” attributed 
the tendency of the Church in that direction to 
the esthetical element, and there is much force 
in the assertion. There is a very general long- 
ing upon the part of worshipers to relieve the 
cold, hard forms of dogma and creed by making 
their worship attractive with beautiful forma, so 
as to draw in the outside worid. 


Moneure D. Conway gives, in the current 
number of Harper, an interesting sketen of the 
way in which women are entering artistic pro- 
fessioas in England. They are utilizing the 
taste that distinguishes their sex. A number of 
feminine names are now honorably known in 
London as those of skilled and artistic deco- 
rators. Some of the women thus prominent 
have been driven to work by poverty. Others 
have begun their career by designing or painting 
trifles for their friends. Skill in needlework was 
the origin of Miss Jekyl's success. Her em- 
broidery made her soniewhat known, and she 
utilized the artistic opportunities it secured her 
by studying other branches of decorative science. 
She is now famous as a designer of orna- 
mental brasses. Her work is regularly 
exhibited at the South Kensington Museum. 
It has made her wealthy. Other women 
have imitated ber. Believers in hereditary genius 
will be interested in knowing that one of the 
most successfulof Miss Jekvl's followers is Miss 
Leslie, a relative of the celebrated artist. The 
desiguiog and decoration of crockery has become 
a well-defined trade, and is largely in feminine 
hands. Miss Levin, the daughter of another 
artist, is noted for her skillin it. One praise- 
worthy feature of this movement has been the 
ready courtesy of the men already engaged in it. 
This is in marked contrast with the conduct of 
the average man when woman seeks to compete 
with bhu. He usually throws all possibile ob. 
stacles in her way. The carpet-weavers of Kid- 
derminster are now on a strike to prevent the 
employment of women by their masters. They 
have written threatening letters to the feminine 
operatives already employed, and are, in fact, try- 
ing every sort of terrorism. There has been 
nothing of this sort for women studying decora- 
tive art to meet. One of the many good works 
of Messrs. Morris & Co., the famous decorative 
firm of London, has been to extend the sphere 
of woman’s work. There are now two London 
firms, composed entirely of women, who com- 
pete with Morris & Co. One of them was 
formed by the Misses Garrett, relatives of two 
celebrated women, Dr. Garrett-Anderson and 
Mrs. Garreti-Faweett. They both served « 
regular apprenticeship of eighteen months. 
The second firm consists of Mrs. Hartley Brown 
aod Mies Townsend. They have decorated the 
interior Of Merton College, Cambridge, which 
admits only Women to ite privileges. In com- 
pleting this work, they have invented s number 
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or new materials and forms for panels, 
ets; and dréeses. In the lattet, they have antici- 
pated some wale artiste who have been discuss- 
ing the necessity of preparing desigus for fei- 
ning dress, and 60 pitting English ageinat French 
taste. 

We cannot show as good a record as England 
in this matter, but the fauls is not so much in 
‘omen as in the market. The demand for 
artistic decoration here is still in its infancy. 
There are one or two ladies in Chicago whose 
panel-paintings are highly prized by persons 
lacky enough to bee them. Some work of the 
sort is done in New York by women, and the 
two household-art stores of Boston are said to 
depend largely on feminine handiwork. 


EMIGRATION aND EMPIRE. 

It is not many months since the stringency of 
the labor markets of Europe directed general at- 
tention to the tide of emigration from the Old 
World, which was bringing its labor tothe United 
States. The principal sufferers by it were Ger- 
many and Grest Britain, and active measures 
were taken to check the draft upon the skill and 
muscie of the two countries by their respective 


an exodus from the British Empire to the Uni- 
ted States as an increase of power to a rival, and 
a preparation for a war of kinsmen. 

Col. Muter, editor of the Anglo-American 
Times, publisned in London, dissented from 
these timorous opinions, and predicted a speedy 
change in the utierances of the press upon this 
subject. This prediction bas already been veri- 
fied, and, in the issue of bis paper of Oct. 31, 
Col. Muter points out some of the advantages at- 
tendant upon emigration. According to the 
Londen Times, the number of emigrants from 
Great Britain who came to this country was 
238,078, of whom 128,348 were English, 21,310 
Scoth, 88,692 Irish, and 72,198-foreigners whose 
various nationalities could not be ascertained. 
In reviewing these figures, the Times finds 
cause for rejoicing in the thought that the for- 
eigners would eventually be absorbed into one 
great English-speaking community. Col Mater 
sees a reason for rejoicing which has escaped the 
observation of the Times. Emigration, he 
hoida, is the true path to empire, If well con- 
ducted, it is profitable above all other national 
movements, its object being rather to plant the 
race, the language, and the institutions flourish, 
ingly on the soil, than to rule the land where that 
settlement has been made. Where there is harmony 
of kimsbip, institutions, and language, there can 
be no serious strife; and where the commercial 
and sentimental bond is closer, the political tie 
may be loosened. Thus it is no longer the policy 
of Great Britain to encourage the immigration 
of her loyal subjects to the Dominion of Canada, 
and bundle the Irish and their national resent- 
ment into the United States. Such a short- 
sighted policy might at one time have produced 
the most serious consequences. What bad feel- 
ing existed between the two countries was in- 
tensified by the flood of disaffected Irish 
emigrants, aad the danger of rupture which then 
threatened was avoided rather by good luck than 
good management, the bad blood having been 
expended in the War of the Rebeilion. 

The wiser policy which Col. Muter has urged 
is beginning to show itself in the encouragement 
held out to well-affected emigrants to settle in 
the United States, to produce the enienie cor- 
diale between the two countries, and conserve 
their matual interests by the closest possible 
alliance. He apprehends, at no distant day, an 
emigration to the Union from England which 
will fill up whole States, bringing with it capital 
in the truest sense of the word, and bind the 
Union and the Empire into a closer intimacy of 
kinship and commercial interest than ever be- 
fore. This is the highest conquest and mos 


enduring empire.

A company has been formed in England for 
the purpose of allowing grown-up children to 
eat their cake and have it. It is styled the Gen- 
eral Expenditure Assurance Company, and its 
prospectus announces that its object is ‘* assur- 
ing the return of all money expended from day to 
day.” This method of making money by spend- 
ing it is as delightful as it is new. Ifa man can 
clear 15 cents by buying a cigar and smoking it, 
and if a woman can clear $26 by ordering a bon- 
net from Madame Lobriand, from Paris (who is 
really Miss O’Brien, from Cork), it is evident 
thay the cigar and the bonnet are clear gain, and 
that the moss prudent aad parsimonious thing 
to be done is to purchase both im large quanti- 
ties. If the Gen. Ex. Ass. Company can really 
work such marvels, the world will shortly be en- 
riched as weil as revolutionized to an astonish- 
ing extent. When a man can pay $5,000,000 for 
building a railroad, and thei get it all back and 
keep the railroad besides, every Granger will 
doubtless have a double-track, steel road run- 
ning direct from his barn to tide-water. Charity 
will wax apace. A man by spending $50 will 
get his name in the newspapers, will be abie to 
congratulate himself on his noble disposition, 
and will get the money back. The Biblical re- 
mark about the result of throwing bread on the 
waters will be verified to a degree never predicted 
by the prophet. The only trouble will be that 
no fit objects for charity will exist. The beg 
gars will all get on horseback. The newsboys 
and boot-blacks will desert their pleasant Home 
and build five-story marble-fronts on the ave- 
nues. In order to prevent all the sin and shame 
that now result from poverty, it will only be 
necessary to endow each pauper witb a nickel. 
By expending it a sufficient number of times, he 
or she oan acquire a stock of all things 
needful. There is danger, to be sure, 
that it will be difficult te buy much, because 
tradesmen will be anxious to increase rather than 
diminish their stocks, since money is to be made 
by spending money instead of receiving it. A 
penny spent will be s penny gained. The 
pictare of the future is too dazzling. When 
nothing costs anything, or, in other words, any- 
thing costs nothing, everything will be done 
The projectors of tne Company admit that its 
aim may at first sight appear astonishing ” 
(which ig very true). but claim that the plan is 
* easy and simple in its operation.“ 80, indeed, 
itis. The Company cheoses tradesmen of every 
sort throughout Great Britain, who act as its 
agents. They pay a small premium for the privi- 
lege. Wheo a member buys anything of them, 
he pays cash, and receives in return a coupon for 
the amount. When his coupons amount to £5 
he sends them to the central office and gets an 
„ assurance bond for £6, which the Company 
promises to redeem. Every six months s certain 
proportion of the bonds will be drawn by lottery 
and paid. When the 150th drawing is made, all 
the bonds then outstanding will be paid. Thus, at 
the utmost, a man will have to wait only seventy- 
five years for nis money, and may get it inside of 
& year, The explanation of this is that 
the premiums received from tradesmen and 
members will be invested in interest-bearing 
securities, and the fund thus secunvulated will

THE LIFE OF DAVID STRAUSS. 
DAVID 6 
1 STRAUSS. Von enn 


Strauss was one of the representative men of 
our tin. . It has been said of bim that he is the 
Luther of the nineteenth century, and that there 
are many reasons why this age may be named by 
the future historians of theology after Strauss, 
as the sixteenth century was after the great Re- 
former. Certain it is, that there is, at the pres- 
ent day, # movement in progress in the religious 
world es significant asthe Reformation was in 
the sixteenth century. Certain it is, too, that 
leaders of that movement, if not the most prom- 
inent, is David Friedrich Strauss, It is given to 
nome men to live, in the brief space of fifty or 
sixty years, the life of many generations. It was 
given to Strauss so to live. All Earope, Strauss 
thought, is destined to go through the stages of 
thought through which he passed between youth 
and age. 

Few unless on theological subjects have been 
more extensively read duriog the last forty 
years than Strauss. Spite of this fact, however, 
Strauss bed few frends, Many read bis 
books; few cared for the man. He was 
dreaded by thousands; loved by very few. He 
stood solitary all his life, saying just what he 
thought, caring little whether his views were 
accepted or rejected ; whether he was popular 
or unpopular. Always bold, always true to his 
convictions, be never hesitated to express the 
conclusions his investigations had led him to, in 
order to spare the feelings of the public, or to 
allow the consciences of the non-thiuking to reat 
and sleep. He found no favor among any class 
of people, because he chose to stand defiantly 
alone all his life. He found no favor with the 
Orthodox, because he attacked their most cher- 
ished beliefs. Be found more with the Liberals, 
because they were not willing to recede as 
far from Christianity as he had done. 
Living ms period of transition, he was 
theo evil conscience of thousands, who, less 
earnest, but not lesa faithless, moved over the 
path at a snail’s pace. He pulled the veil from 
the eyes of many a soi-disani Christian, and held 
up to him the mirror that showed him to be sa 
covert disbeliever in Christianity. In hia own 
way, Strauss was agreat preacher. He did not, 
especially during the last years of hie life, pre- 
tend to be a Cbristian at all; but be insisted 
that there were thousands who professed to be 
Christians who believed in Christ as little as he 
did. ‘hese did not thank him for the news he 
conveyed to them. Illusion is often cherished 
more than truth, and there are those who find it 
convenient to live the life of the non-Christian, 
and still lay to their souls the sweet unction that 
they are walking in the footsteps of Jesus of 
Nazareth. 


A writer in the Contemporary Review for July 
bas remarked that Strauss has been the most 
popular man in Europe, for the same reason as 
the conscience is the least amiable andj esteemed 
ofall the human faculties, “He bas 
spoken when men would willingly have kept 
silence; divided what successive schools have 
labored to unite; ripped up every compromise ; 
probed remorselessly every wound; exhibited all 
the nakedness and deformity of the Christian 
spirit during a period of decay.” Nor was it 
only the Orthodox and Liberals in religion that 
were the enemies of Strauss. Governmenis 
could not patrovize him, or put him on any 
position of emolument or honor, because the 
people were opposed to him. Conservatives 
shunned him, because of his religious views; 
Radicals, because of his political. Hence the 
irritableness, soreness, and explosions of dis- 
pleasure to be found in his latest works. Life 
had soured his disposition, and it was not al- 
ways possible for him to hide his disappoint- 
meat. 

Strauss was a Swabian by birth. He was born 
Jan. 27, 1808, at Ludwigsburg. His father 
was a small merchant of the place, never ro- 
markable for his business-talent, and fonder 
of the cultivation of his mind than careful of 
the good-will of his customers. Horace, Virgil, 
and Ovid, he found more congenial than his 
country-patrons; and be was always ready to 
neglect the latter for the former, with whom he 
was able to hold converse in their own tongue; 
and, when he did not neglect his business for 
bis fayorite poets, he did for his pet bees and 
plants. Mysticism had always a charm for him, 
and books on mysticism were his constant com- 
panions. His was irritable. With 
his son he had httle in common. Not so Strauss’ 
mother, —a woman of the most practical good 
sense,—plain, simple, gentle, stern when neces- 
sary, and far removed from the mysticism and 
attachment to dogma which characterized her 
busband. Strauss always said that he owed much 
more to her than to hisfather. From her he in- 
herited his finely-proportioned head, his chiseled 
features and expansive brow, his humor and love 
of the simple and beautiful in Nature. The 
father’s violent temperament and iron will were 
transmitted to the son; also, his love of art and 
esthetic culture, of music, poetry, and the drama. 

Strauss gave early evidence of good poetical 
talents, and there is no doubt that, had be cuiti- 
vated the Muses, ne would have left a permanent 
name es a poet. David was the third child of 
hie parenta, The two elder children—one a boy, 
the other a girl—had died before he was born. 
After bim two other children were born,—one of 
whom died in infancy, the other in 1863. The 
future writer was exceedingly delicate when s 
child, and his lack of robust health excluded 
him from the manlier sports of boys of his age. 
From the very first he gave evidence of 8 poetic 
temperament, great receptive powers, solidity of 
attainment, and remarkable industry. 

In the fall of 1821, when 14 years oid, young 
Strauss was sent to Blaubeuren, to begin his 
studies in the Preparatory Evangelical Semina- 
ry at that place. Here he remained for four 
years,—the time allotted for the course there. 
Among his teachers at Blaubeuren were Profs, 
Kern and Baur, who afterwards followed nim to 
the University of Tuebingen, which he entered 
in 1825. The four years spent at the Preparatory 
Seminary at Blaubeuren wrought a great change 
in the boy. He entered it «a shy, timid, 
homesick lad. He left it, & young man, 
commanding the regard of all who knew him for 
his earnestness as a worker, the independence 
of his judgment, and the originality of bis mind, 
At Tuebingen he devoted two years to 
philosophy and history, and three to theology. 
At this time Schebiing was his favorite in philos- 
ophy, and the Romantists his favorites in 
poetry. The Romantist school of poetry had 
done much to intensify his faith in all things 
Christian; for. at this time, doubt had not yet 
troubled the conscience of the future champion 
of Heterodoxy. Kant he forsook for Jacobi,— 
the philosophy of the head for tne philosophy of 
the heart. 

In 1880 Strauss had eompleted his theological 
studies, and carried off two prizes,—one as a 
preacher, aud the other as a catechist. He was 
immediately appointed vicar to s preacher in the 
country, not far distant from his father’s 
house. He was consequently « frequent 
visitee of his father’s home. His 
thoughts ov religion had already begun to 
assume an unorthodox form, at which his father 
did not hesitate to express his regret. It was dif- 


| In hie sermons he dwelt exclusively on the ne- 
| cessity of practical religion. and avoided specula- 


tion and criticism. He did not remain in bis 
first position long. In 1831 he went to Maul- 
bronn to teach Latin, history, and Hebrew. 
There he staid about uine months, when he re- 
paired to Berlin to hear Sehleiermacher and 
Hegel. Hegel died shortly after Strauss bad

Hegel's philosophy, and he had not entirely re- 


jected the Christian religion, since he still main- 
tained the doctrines of the Incarnation and the 
Atonement. Superior as a piece of didactic and 


prisingly acute, the book; oa its appearance, 
produced a panic in the religious world, “The 
heart spoke forth ita terror at the idea of losing 
ite most sacred hope, the object of its deepest 
trust,—an historic Savior.” 

The year 1835, in which the book was pub- 
lished, was a religious 1848. It made uo con- 


scholars had been discussing what kind of bis- 
tory the Gospels were. Strauss boldly asked: 
** Are they history at all?” The Gospel-history, 
be claimed, dad its origin in the Jewish expecta- 
tion of a Messiah. The prophecies were to be 
fulfilled in him. Hence the Gospel miracles. 
Hence the miraculous life of Christ. An idea, 
not an individual, was the root and foundation of 
Christianity. 

The publication of hie book, of which new 
editions were rapidly called for, necessitated 
Strause’ removal from Tuebingen. He accepted 
a position as preceptor in the Lyceum of bis na- 
tive town. Buthis new occupation could not 
please him long. Feeling himself a master in 
philosophical oriticiam, he could not be 
satisfied to confine himself, week after 
week, to the instruction of a few scholars in the 
elements of learning. Besides, living in Lud- 
wigsburg, he could not avoid his father, who 
would willingly have resigued the honor of being 
the parent of the author of the Leben Jesu. 
Strauss accordingly left his native place and 
went to Stuttgart, with the intention of devoting 
himself exclusively to literary labors. New 
editions of bie work being called for, he took 
occasion of the demand to add to and perfect it. 
For atime he undertook to defend the position 
he bad assumed in his work, and even to act 
upon the aggressive ; but, growing tired of the 
dispute, he-wrote to his friend Zeller that, when 
the third edition of his book had come from the 
presse, he would have nothing further to do with 
theology. And, indeed, for a numberof years 
after this, he confined his attention to subjects 
which had searcely any theological significance. 

What his views were about 1840 may be 
gathered from his Fuediiche Blaetter and other 
smalier works. He maintained that the hope 
of reward in another world was not, and should 
not be, to a man, a reason for doing good; that 
reason could not afford us g ground for belief in 
Chriat, even if our accounts of Him were his- 
torically more certain than they are; that the be- 
lief in redemption by suffering is not cqnsonant 
with our ideas of morality; that neither the 
supernatural birth of Christ nor His Divine 
nature could be reconciled with our ways of 
thinking ; and that the worship of Genius was 
the only ove which the modera man could tol- 
erate, He still, however, clung to a modified 
belief in Christ; and maintained that, inasmuch 
as men would never be without religion, inso- 
much they would never be without Christ; that 
the less we hold to opinions and to dogmas, the 
more will we hold to Christ as the highest ex- 
ponent of religion, es Him without whose 
presence in our minds no perfect piety is pos- 
sible. 

Strauss frequently felt his isolation from all 
men, and therefore hailed with delight his ap- 
pointment to a Professorship in the University 
of Zurich by the Liberal Government. His 
pleasure, however, was of short duration ; for 
the people rebelled against the action of the Gov- 
ernment, and the Ministers themselves had to re- 
sign ip consequence. For a time after this, 
Strauss felt himself an outcast in a world which 
had no place for him. Ia this way he had to 
make atonement for his early success. To the 
pain caused him at this period by bis conscious- 
ness of “moral uselessness,” was added that 
produced by the death of his mother. Two years 
later, m 1841, bis father died. He now removed 
to Stuttgart, where he lived, simple and retired, 
ia a small house furnished by himself to his own 
taste,—his sole recreation being a walk, a visit to 
the theatre, or th® intercourse of his friends. 
The results of his labors during this period was 
his Glanbens Lehre, the first volume of whicb ap- 
peared in 1840, the second in 1841. After this, 
although he wrote a little, it was without any 
zest. He even remarked to a friend that to write 
he must be provoked to it by anger. 

Shortly after the appearance of the last- 
named book, Strauss met Agnese Schebert, an 
actress of great beauty and talent. He was 
married to her at Heilbronn, in 1842, in the 
presence of a few friends. This marriage was 
not a happy one. While s bachelor, Strauss 
could find no congenial occupation outside. 
Now be had no peace at home. His wife and 
himself had contracted a marriage not made in 
heaven; and, af ter five years of endeavor to get 
slong together, they separated, and Strauss again 
became sa wanderer, remaining in no one place 
longer than a few years. All his happiness was 
centered in his two children, whom his wife had 
left him,—a boy and a girl. 

In 1864, after Strauss had been silent on 
theological questions for a quarter of a century, 
he published a revised edition of his book, for 
the German people. In this book he is an ont- 
and-out Rationalist and Deist, — bis position very 
much altered from what it had been in 1835, and 
even in 1840. 

Finding little companionship among his con- 
temporaries, he reverted back into the past for 
sympathy, and studied with unbounded pleasure 
the lives of his great precursors,—Julian; Rei- 
maurus, author of the Wolfenbuttel Frag- 
ments; Ulrich von Hutten, and Voltaire. 
These were the companions of his social banish- 
ment. These occupied him as intervals for a 
long series of years. 

Radical as Strauss was in religion, in politics 
he was an extreme conservative. Of universal 
suffrage he was a constant aod consistent oppo- 
nent. When be was sent to the Parliament of 
Frankfurt, in 1848, he was always arrayed against 
the people, and on the side of the clergy and the 
nobility. For the masses be had the most 
thorough contempt. He remarked, on one oo- 
casion, that his blood curdied at the thought of 
power passing over to demagogues and the 
masses. Strauss had little respect for the men 
around him. He felt that they believed as litile 
m Ohristianity as did he; and accused them of 
being hypocrites before the world and before 
themselves, clinging toa name when they had 
given up the substance. 

Among the few friends of whose acquaintance, 
in his later years, Strauss felt proud, was the 
celebrated German novelist, Berthold Auerbach. 

With Strause’ last book, The Old Faith and 
the New,” the readers of Tux Tammo are al- 
ready acquainted. It was a sad confession, but 
it wasatrueone. As he wrote to a friend when 
sending him a copy of the book: “I have made 
the confession which God commanded me to 
make. Ihave preached my sermon from the 


first to the last. When I die, no one will be able 


to say that I owed anything to my age or to my 
people. What I had I have communicated to 
you. What remains, this book willtell you. I 
have no care about its fate. I have done what I 
had to do, and I have done it as well as I knew 
how. Happen now what will, I shail pacify my- 
self with the conviction that it was necessary it 
should happen.” And thus calmly he informed 
the educated world of to-day that they were pot 
Christians, aud had no religion except inasmuch 
as they had feeling ; thatthe soul was mortal 
and the grave its goal ; and that to the poets 
and musicians man must turn for comfort in the 
day of trouble. His last book produced a senss- 
tiom second only to thas produced by his frst, 


But Strauss consoled himself that he was born 
to do better, and that his days must end as they 
had beguo,—in strife. Among the last things 
he said was, that the time would come when peo- 
ple would aceept his Old Faith and the New,” 
as they had his Life of Jesus. He, however, did 
not expect to see that day. 

From October, 1872, he sank rapidly. He 


soon recognized that bis end was not far dis- 


tant, and manifested great anxiety to show him- 
self true to the convictions of his life, even to 
theend. His trouble was general prostration. 
He spent his last birthday, the 27th of January, 
pleasantly in the company of his son. Feb. 
7, towards evening, bis condition grew suddenly 
worse, and, next morning at 6 o'clock, he 
breathed his last in the arms of his son. He had 
given orders that he should be buried in the 
simplest manner, in 2 coffin made of the wood of 
the fir-tree, His funeral took place on the 
10th of February. No bells were rung. 
No clergymen participated in the cere- 
mony. His son, a goodly number of friends, 
several officers of the garrison, and a deputation 
of students from the Stuttgart Polytechnic 
School, participated in the strange funeral ser- 
vices. The coffin was covered with laures. A 
few friends spoke of the merits of the deceased, 
and all that was left of Strauss was committed 
to the earth. He had lived through many 
phases of religious conviction. He died without 
any whatever, but, strange to say, with the full 
conviction that he had only reached 2 little 
sooner than his contemporaries the ultimate 
religious views of the European educated man in 
the future.

DEMOCRACY AND MONARCHY IN FRANCE, 
From tas IncerPriox OF THE Gunnar REVOLUTION 
TO THE OVEKTHROW OF THE rcon Eur. By 
CALs Krwpait ApamMs, Professor of History in 
the University of Michigan. Iamo., pp. 644. 2 
Tork: Henry Holt & Co, 

For nearly a century past France has presented 
an amazing and melancholy spectacle to the 
civilized world. The scenes in a kaleidoscope 
shifts with scarcely more celerity and unexpect- 
edness than have the forms of Government in 
her political arena. A Monarchy, a Democracy, 
an Ochlocracy, a Republic, a Despotism, an Em- 
perorship, have repeatedly followed each other 
with a swiftness and completeness that have 
obliterated, in every instance, nearly every trace 
of the vanquished and receding power. In the 
eighty-odd years since the outbreak of the Great 
Revolution, the nation has been ruled by fifteen 
distinct administrations. The spirit of reyoiu- 
tion has possessed the people, dnd, as if insane 
or intoxicated, they have overturned with reck- 
less fury, one after another of the diverse sys- 
tems of Government that they have success- 
ively instituted. To tear down, to destroy, the 
existing power, whatever it may be, has been 
their passion. and they have indulged it without 
control or calculation. 

This chronic discontent, this incessant rest- 
leesnees and thirst for change, have composed a 
social problem which has hitherto bafiled solu- 
tion. What are the elements in the Freach 
character that oppose themselves so resolutely 
to order and stability? What train of causes 
has, in the course of centuries, created this 
feverish, fickle condition of mind, that vents 
itself in perpetual revolt against authority and 
law? These questions have been the subject of 
searching study, and light has been thrown upon 
many of their features; but no writer within 
our acquaintance has succeeded in rendering all 
their points so luminous as the one whose book 
is now before us. 

The Englishman, the German, the Frenchman, 
are equally unfitted by national prejudices for a 
broad and impartial review of the career of 
France during the last hundred years. A deep 
and abiding antegoniem disqualifies the first two 
for a right understanding of the facts in the 
dase; while the distorted vision, which makes it 
impossible to guide his political destiny aright, 
effectuslly disables the last. Clearly, in point 
of nationality, the American has the advantage 
in an attempt to resolve the enigma which mod- 
ern French history presents. And, of American 
writers, we know of none better adapted for 
the work, by temperament, intellect, and 
echolarship, than Prof. Adams. He has 
heretofore shown his capacity in a couple 
of papers dealing with certain phases of the po- 
litical situation in France, which were published 
in the North American Review. Competent 
eritics read them with the conviction that the 
author was one who, from a commanding posi- 
tion, surveyed the scenes and the figures in the 
turbulent panorama of France. The essays in 
the present volume, distinct and yet cohering ia 
a compact narrative, and covering the entire 
period since the Revolution of 1789, confirm the 
belief that, in Prof. Adams, France bas found a 
most able interpreter. Calm and judicial in 
judgment, acute in analysis, comprehensive in 
perception, and abounding in knowlege, he de- 
tects the reck'essness and the errors in ber char- 
acter and conduct, and, following them back- 
ward to their origin, reveals causes and conse- 
quences in an atmosphere of singular trans- 
parency. 

The opening ebapter of the book, on The 
Philosophers of the Revolution,” contains the 
whole explanation of the mystery of France, 
Did it stand by itself, it would furnish a satis- 
factory translation of the most obscure and 
pazzling passages in her recent political career. 

The ignorance of the masses and the Atheism 
of the upper classes are the two prime evils that 
have led to the degeneracy, the anarchy, and the 
final downfall. of the country. From the reign 
of Charles VII., in 1461, to the accession of 
Louis XIV., in 1643, the internal condition of 
France was one of perpetual warfare between 
the aristocracy and the Sovereign. Richelieu 
succeeded in crushing the nobles, and centering 
the governing power in the King: and thence- 
forth there were but two orders in the nation,— 
the Royal, the titied, the clerical, on the one 
hand, and the common people, on the other; the 
rich, the courtly, the elegant, over against the 
poor, the illiterate, and the vulgar ; and the gulf 
between the two gaping wider every day. The 
yeomanry were, in the age of Louis XIV. and 
Louis XV., in reality extinct, and the burden of 
supporting the privileged classes in their idle- 
ness and luxury rested directly upon the lower 
classes. bowing them down to the dust. When 
Louis XVI. came to his inheritance, the peas- 
antry were starving on a miserable diet of bread 
and gruel. The cruel wrongs of the eighteenth 
century bad reduced them to the depths of pov- 
erty and despair, and they were ready, like fam- 
ished wolves,—or worse, like famished and fren- 
zied men,—to turn upon their oppressors and 
rend them. 

While the great mass of the French people 
were thus being enslaved and embruted, the 
higher orders were becoming emasculated and 
corrupt through a system of philosophy which 
was founded by Helvetius and carried to its 
culmination by Rousseau. Beginning with the 
author first mentioned, and continuing with 
Condillac, Voltaire, and Jean Jacques, we have 
a series of writers whose influence on the morals 
and the fate ef their countrymen eannot be 
overestimated. To the methods of reasoning 
which, by the power of genius, they rendered 
universaily popular, may be ascribed the unbe- 
lieving, mocking, flippant, and sensual character 
of the French mind. 

The doctrines of Helvetius taught that man is 
but a superior animal, owing to his advantage 
over the wild beasts to physical circumstances, 
deriving his pleasures from the sensibilities. and 
finding his highest virtues in the gratification of 
his appetites and passions. As on his surround- 
ings depend all all that he is or can have, it fol- 
lows that, if they do not favor his desires, it 
should be his effort to change them, regardless 
of any idea of sacredness that may invest them. 
This was the very Gospel of Atheism and Rev- 
olution, end France embraced it with a kind of 
fury.” After Helvetius, Condiliac promulgated 
a system of metaphysics inculcating that all 
ideas are the products of sensation ; hence, that 
morality consists in obedience to the demands 
and suggestions that arise from eontact with ob- 
jects about us. 

One effect of these theories was to stimulate 


a study of Nature as the source of everything, — 
as the only power whose laws were to be respect- 
ed,—and the result of this research, to which 
ber worshipers devoted their industry and iotel- 
ligence, was the discovery of more new traths 
than the French nation had contributed to 
Science in all her previous history. But another 
result was to create a body of pure and profess- 
ed Atheists. To loosen every bond of religion 
and morality, there was but needed the consum- 
mating influence of Voltaire and Rousseau. By 
the ridicule whieh the former poured upon the 
very name of religion, it was brought into utter 
and open contempt, and the last vestiges of rev- 
erence were destroyed. Roussean completed the 
demoralization by declaring that society has no 
right to interpose laws upon the individual, who 
should enjoy unrestricted liberty to follow his 
own impulses, and to confront any civic or social 
institution that offers to regulate or oppose his 
wayward notions. These sentiments, adopted 
by the whole nation with enthusiasm, dealt a 
final blow at the existence of all Government, 
and transformed every citizen into an inflammable 
and irrepressible revolutionist. 

In this light, is it anv longer a wonder that the 
spirit of lawlessness and confusion has been rife 
in France since it first broke loose from restraint 
in the last days of Louis XVI.? Owning no al- 
legiance to Divine or human authority, and 
claiming the right to change their Government 
with every change of opivion, the people have 
converted freedom into despotism, and mistaken 
liberty for the grossest license. Their philoso- 
phers had fully imbued them with the idea that 
they were, by right, sovereign rulers; but had 
completely undermined every idea of duty, of 
self-restraint, and of respect for law and order. 
The masses were sunk in ignorarce, and the 
higber orders in unparalleled immorality; and 
neither class were fit to rule themselves or the 
other. Whichever faction gained the ascenden- 
cy in the ever-recurring revolutions inaugurated 
an absolate tyranny. All prated of “ Liberty, 
Equality, and Fraternity ;” and, in the first mo- 
ment of attaining power, violated the most sa- 
cred rights of individuals and nations. Consider 
the different administrations which have pre- 
vailed in France from the constitution of the 
National Assembly to the establishment of the 
present Republic, and it will be seen that one 
form of despotism has followed another without 
interruption, except by intervals of the direst 
anarchy. 

In the second chapter of bis treatise, Prof. 
Adams shows how the doctrines of the philoso- 
phers of the Revolution took form in actual 
political life, and molded the subsequent 
character of French history. He follows the 
current of events from the point where the 
frightened and helpless King summoned a meet- 
ing of the States-General, to the period when, 
ten years later, French society, wearied and dis- 
gusted with its fanatic and fruitless efforts to 
govern itself, was waiting for its master. In the 
review of tbe frightful affairs which fill up this 
awful decade, it is made clearly manifest that 
the germs of this terrible harvest of revolution 
were sown by the pernicious writers—and those 
of their school—whose teachings have been 
described above. 

The essay on the Rise of Napoleonism,” which 
follows next, and is reprinted from the North 
American Review, is most severe in its con- 
demnation of the Emperor. Nota principle of 
morality, not a spark of generous feeling, is as- 
signed to Napoleon. A mighty genius, a tower- 
ing ambition, and an unscrupulous will, are the 
elements which, in Prof. Adams’ opinion, made 
up the imposing character and secured the 
brilliant career of Bonaparte. To the admirers 
of this captivating figure in the foreground of 
modern history, Prof. Adams stands in the atti- 
tude of an iconoclast. He shivers with his irre- 
sistible logic an idol which it has been pleas- 
ant for the imagination to deify. The benefits 
which the Emperor achieved for his country are 
not left out of the reckoning in summing up the 
deeds he accomplished, but the evils he wrought 
for France, and for all Europe, fearfully out- 
weigh the good in the balance. He had one of 
the grandest opportunities ever offered toa ruler 
to strengthen, and enrich, and elevate a nation; 
and he used it to glurify himself, to satisfy his 
personal ambition. When at last he was ban- 
ished from his country, he left her at the feet of 
her allied enemies, ker resources exhausted, her 
life-blood drained. 

Tune remaining «hapters of the work treat 
respectively The Rwsstoration, The Ministry of 
Guizot, The Revolution of 1848, From the Sec- 
ond Republic to the Second Empire, Universal 
Suffrage Under the Second Empire, and the De- 
oline and Pall. Altogether, the volume pre- 
sents one of the most profound and acceptable 
expositions of the modern history of France 
which has yet been published.

Morality of These Suits. 


The complications arising from dower claims, 
the hindrances to the purchase and sale of lands, 
snd the not mfrequent fraudulent claims of 
lower in estates, are of such general and wide- 
spread cecnrrence that a mall sketch of the 
origin of dower, and of the prominent claims of 
that kind in our own city, may not be uninterest- 
ing. 

THE ORIGIN OF THE CUSTOM 
of giving a widow the use for life of one-third of 
her. husband’s lands is involved in great 
obscurity. “Some writers claim it was known 
to the Hebrews, others that the 
Greeks first adopted it. By Still 
others, the Romans, the Germans, the 
Goths, and the Anglo-Saxons are credited with 
\he first adoption of the custom. The most 
reasonable view, however, seems to be that it 
was formed gradually at first among nations in & 
ime when“ women were held in little esteem ; a 
onus, as it were, was given with the woman as 
an inducement to a man to take her, as was 
the custom with the Groeks and Romans. Ad- 
yancing civilization, with its refining power, 
ralsed the opinion of the world in régard to the 
gentle sex, and the gift was thrown on the man. 
Later still, and apparently first in England, the 
pridegroom 
AT THE CHUBCH-DOOR 
was accustomed te endow his bride with a por- 
tion of his real property, which was understood 
to be a third interest, but which might be less, 
but not more. If the happy man was not pos- 
sessed of any corner lots, he could still give his 
wife a portion of bis stocks and bonds, or what- 
ever substitute our ancestors might have hed for 
such modern commodities. In fact, by the com- 
mencement of the twelfth century, dower in 
lands was established by the Charter of Henry 
I. This endowment or dowry, however, only in- 
tluded a thirdof the lands which the husband 
possessed at the time of his marriage, 
any property purchased subsequently was free 
from euch an incumbranee. At that time, how- 
wer, the wife being in potestaie viri and con- 
sidered as having no legal power of her own, was 
20t obliged to join in a conveyance with her hus- 
band, but he could sell her dowry during his life 
st pleasure. Very early, however, the wife was 
ALLOWED TO HAVE A WORD, 
ind by her solemn declaration of dissent pre- 
serve d right which could be enforced, after her 
neds death, against the purchaser. An 
heir also could, with hie father’s as- 
sent, give a dower out of lands owned 
dy the parent, but which would, by 
the law of descent, come to him. During the 
next 200 years the dower was extended so as to 
embrace, where not specifically stated other- 
wise, one-third of all land held by the husband 
at any time during marriage, as at the pres 
ent day. And ifthe wife had even accepted & 
dower ad ostium ecclesial, or church door, she 
could renounce it. and claim her one-third of all 
lands heid by her husband. Thus, over six cen- 
turies ago, was established the right. during life, 
by the wife, to one-third of the husband's laude, 
and this right has descended without alteration, 
the later minor modifications or laws relating to 
the subject baving been only directed to the 
in which it might be barred or relin- 


q 

THE OBJECT OF DOWER 
was undoubtediv to make provision for the wife 
and children after the death of the husband aud 
father. It is not unlikely that it may have been 


partly also asa compensation for the 


regarded 

estate brought by the wife to the husband, 
which became his entirely if he chose to reduce 
it to subjéttion. This was a most wise provis- 
ion, as the wife was utterly unable to take the 
title to any property in her own name 
duting marriage, her earnings, if any, 
were also the property of her husband. 
Modern laws have toward the op- 
posite extreme, and our own Legislature, 
at its last session, recognizing the fact that a 
wife’s earnings are her separate property; that 
she can take property und carry on business, 
has—but with doubtful wisdom—abolished the 
tenancy by courtesy. and given the husband a 
dower in the wife's estate, as well as & dower by 
the wife ih the husband's landa. 

Until within afew years it has always been 
necessary fora wife, when she signed a deed, 
to de

which fact was required to appear in the Notary’s 
certificate. Very frequently, in consequence of

Such examples of want of 
ability are, however, not of such frequent oo- 
currence as peed cause any apprebension on the 
partof any oue that he may be in danger of 
suffering a similar misfortune. 
As was said above, 
DEFECTIVE ACKNOWLEDGMENTS 
have been a fruitful source of trouble. The 
title of the grantor being good, and the land in 
auy case being of little value, the particular 
form of acknowledgment was lightly regarded. 
Nor was this all, ior certain Justices of the 
Peace, and eocasionaily a Notary Public, 
old them certificates. in blank at 80 
much a hundred. A man could go into a 
bank, and find blank certifleates with the Jue 
tice's name att hung up on convenient 
nails, like blank checks at the present day, and 
tor sale at a shilling aplece. This, however, 
though at one time not infrequent, cannot be 
considered as a regular custom, but it will 
serve a8 an illustration to show how 
carelessly acknowledgments were made. 
Abstracts of title, which were first 
introduced here in 1849, of course did 
much to correet thia loose method af business, 
as the makers always noted any defects in ac- 
kpowledgments, or other instances where @ 
dower-claim would be likely to arise. These 
dower-ciaims, arising from defective acknowl- 
edgments, are now iu three-fourths of the cases, 
it may be said without fear of contradiction, 
first put forth through 
THE REPRESENTATIONS OF SOME ATTORNEY 
who has diseovered the defect. Indeed, to such 
a degree is this watch fer defective certificates 
carried, that there is a certain class of lawyers 
who have parties employed for the special pur- 
pose of finding and poting all deeds which have 
defective acknowledgments, The attorueys then 
send printed or written circulars to the parties 
interested, and, if possible, get permis- 
sion to bring suits on shares, or else 
an assignment of the claim itself. The late 
amendment to the law of acknowledgments 
will. however, seriously damage this business, 
and by simplifying the formula decrease dower 
suits based only on technical irregularities. 
THE KINZIE DOWER CLAIMS 
are probably the best known, chiefly from the 
wide-spread acquaintance with the Kinzie 
family. There are two Kinzie dower 
claims,—one of Mrs. Juliette A. Kinzie, widow of 
John H. Kinzie; the other, begun within the 
past year, of Mrs. Gwiothlean Kinzie, widow of 


Robert A. Kinzie, who died in 1864. Tue claims 


of the former, who died in 1867, before all her 
suits were decided, were based on defective ac- 
knowledgments, and covered about 40 acres 
on the North Side, in Kinsie's Addi- 
tion. The claims of her sister-in-law, 
Mrs. Gwintblean Kinzie, are interesting from the 
fact that the land in which she claims dower was 
notin existence, or at least was submerged, 
when her husband lived or owned it. It seems 
that Robert A. Kinzie, born here in 1818, entered 
160 acres on the North Side, kuown as Kiazie's 
Addition. A part of this he afterwards 
gave to his brothers aud sisters. About 
1842 be went though bankruptcy, 
and his land was sold by an Assignee, without, 
however, cutting off the dower right of his wife. 
Subsequent to that time the action of the lake 
has made large accretions or additions along the 
shore from the mouth of the Cnicago River 
to Chicago avenue, the land thus made being in 
thé neighborhood of 20 acres, and it is to 
a part of this that Mrs. Kinvie lays claim, She, 
however. only demands dower to lands actually 
conveyed by her husband without hei consent, 
and not on any defective stknéwledgments. 
The accretions are now mostly owned by the 
Chicago Canal and Dock Company. 
Of course, 
WILLIAM B. OGDEN, 
who was the North Side thirty-five years ago, 
has been a sufferer by dower claims, and one of 
bis losses was the Nicoll claim. io 1834 Franeis 
B. Nicoll, and a number of other geatie- 
men of New York City, formed an asso- 
ciation, or real-estate coparinership, and 
purchased $100,000 worth of land here, 
which was sometimes called the Hunter 
property. This was placed in the hands of trus- 
tees, of whom Nicoll was ono for a time. By 
taw, when land is bought by partners on a joint 
speculation it is consid as personal prop- 
erty, and no dower atiaches until it is either 
divided or so changed in character by a 
declaration of truet that the shares of each 
member can be ascertained, and they be vested 
with an equitable estate. This property was 
chiefly on the North Side, east of Wells street 
and south of Chicago avenue, some also being 
in Rockwell's Addition. A of it was 
sold, and thé remainder held in trust by 
the Trustees for the benefit of Nicoll 
and others. Subsequently they made a 
declaration of trust. as it is called, whereby they 
acknowledged that Nicoll was entitled to a one- 
third interest in the property so held. This 
whole tract was subsequently conveyed, either 
directly or by mesne conveyances, to Ogden. 
After Mr. Nico's death, his widow claimed 
dower in the one-third interest formerly 
owved by him, and, after au appeal to the Su- 
preme Court, she obtained it. The case is re- 
ported at length in the 29th Illinois reports, 
page 324. 
One of the largest claims is that of 
MRS. MARY CLYBOURN, 
widow of Archibald Clybourn. She claims dower 
in 490 acres in Sec. 32, 40, 14, bounded by 
Fullerton and North ayenues, Sheffield street, 
and Ashland avenue; also in 160 acres 
in Riverside, and a strip of land 90 feet front on 
Canai street running thence east to the river 
through the depot grounds of the Pittsburg & 
Fort Wayne Railroad Company. It appears that 
in 1836 Mr. Clybourn owned the land above men- 
tioned, and eave a mort on the portion on 
the North Bide to secure the payment of $7,500 
to Arthur Bronson. In July, 1839, Bronson filed a 
ll to foreclose this mortgage. In June, 1840, 
ybourn, before final decree was entered, made 
an agreement with Bronson to give up thé land, 
and be discharged from the debt. In purguance 
of this agreement, he gave & deed, bu t 
procuring the signature of his wife. She, how- 
ever, had signed the mortgage, and, in Decem- 
ber, 1840, a final order was entered in the fore- 
closure suit against the land. Mrs. Clybourn 
now brings suit for dower, claiming that the 
deed was made withett her signing 
it; that this was done in _§satis- 
faction of the mortgage, which was thereby 
extinguished, and that the mortgage-titie was 
swaliowed up in the quit-claim deed, thus re- 
viving her dower-claim, because she had not 
joined in that deed. ‘Moreover, she alleges 
onson could not thereafter go on and attempt 
to acquire a title under the mortgage, and thus 
avoid her dower-rights, as it had been previbus- 
ly extinguished. o cases are still pending. 
The claim to the Riverside property is based on 
a defective acknowledgment. 

Another case, and one which illnstrates the 
easy-going manner in which real estate was con- 
veyed, is that of 

MES. CORNELIA RUSSELL. 
It seems that some time in 1834 or 1835, John 
B. F. Russell, an officer in the United States 
service, bought 70 or 80 acres of land 
bounded by Douglas place, South Park avenue, 
Thirty-first street, and the lake. In 1837 Mr. 
Bunsell mortgaged the a to E. K. Hub- 
bar secure a loan: age pu d 
to be si by Mr. Rane anh nine —— 
duly nowledged.

PERILS OF A JUROR. 


Hew A Fermer Cenvict Managed to 
Avoid Un pleasant Investigations. 
Several murder trials and cases of official 

fraud occupied the Recorder's Court, now known 

as the Criminal Court, of this city, in the spring 
of 1870. Fully cognizant of the influences 
brought to bear upon persons acting as jurors in 
similar cases theretofore, the prosecuting officers 
left nothing undone to prevent the presence in 
the jury-box of any one who was supposed to be 
in sympathy with the accused in the slightest 
degree. Political affiliations and business rela- 
tions were recognized as powerfal instru- 
ments of influence, and, when they failed, money 
was used, in many instances with effect. 

Hence the caution observed and the great care 

exercised by the State’s Attorney and his assist- 

ants in the selection of jurors. The prelimina- 


ries to acceptance as 8 juror partook of 

THE NATURE OF AN INQUINITION 
into the whole lite of the resident who was so 
unfortunate aa to be, in the opinion ef the Su- 
pervisors, a good and trusty citizen. Did the 
prosecution, by a mere chance, show a willing- 
ness, or rather a desire, to intrust the interests 
of the Ir people of the State with the 
judgment of the one under examination, the de- 
leuse, assuming an existence of prejudice 
against their client, subjected the intending 
juror to a very searching inquiry, not 
ouly as to creed, his shade 
of politics, bis voeation, and bis 
pedigree, but even as to his moral character. 

THE CRIMINAL RECORDS 

were consulted, and if, in tue course of 4 life- 
time, the would-be juror had once offended the 
majesty of the law—had made one faux pas, 
which was more than atoued for by loss of repu- 
tation’ and true evidences of repentance given 
by a subsequent life of uprightness—astill it was 
sought to disqualify him from sitting in judg- 
meat on the accu 

The anxiety of the prosecuting officers lest 
justice should misearry did not case ag soon ae 
the jury were sworn and the trial begun. 

A SYSTEM OF ESPIONAGE 
was practiced, so that information of every 
movement of the juror after court hours, 
while the trial lasted, and every indi- 
vidual spoken to and communicated: with 
by him was conveyed to the State's Attorney. It 
was well known that the jurors on a certain trial 
were approached with offers of bribes, and ru- 
mor had it that one actually accepted a large 
bribe; but peither the bribe-oferers por the 
bribe-taker were detected, as the Deputy Sher- 
Urs were corrupt, were wholly in sympathy with 
the accused, and were believed to share in the 
purchase-money. 
AN INCIDENT

nificance which is worth recording, as it shows 
how a reputable citizen was saved from being 
bunted down as another Bob Brierly through the 
a and charity of the State’s Attorney.

The air is full of rumars and reporta of 
burglaries in the South, North, and West Di- 
visious. Housekeepers are beginning to sleep 
with one eye open, and are sending their silver 
to the savings-bank and eating their dinners off 
of delf, with a steel fork 8 with a wood- 
en handle. There seems to be no safety for any- 
thing more valuable. Jewelry, plate, currency, 
and other property that is redeemable or con- 
vertible, takes unto itself wings, in a most mys- 
terious manner, and is gone. There are no signs 
of when or where it vanished. Perhaps a few 
drops of candle-grease are to be seen on the 
parlor carpet; perhaps some one will tell how, 
being awake in the night, they heard a rustling, 
or arattling, or a ecraping, but, as it stopped 
presently, they went to sleep again.

She finds there a woman whe 
is evidently not a visitor, but whe is yet too re- 
spectable to be shut out without ceremony. The

A fictitious name or e mistake of some kind 
easily gives opportunity for withdrawal without 
suspicion, and the job is ready.

Archbishop Manning on the Future 
Policy of the Catholic World. 
From the London Times, 

Archbishop Manning, at s large meeting of 
Roman Catholic clergy, noblemen, and Jay as- 
sistants, assembled at his house on Thursday 
evening, delivered an inaugural address to the 
Roman Catholic Academia iu reference to the 
future policy of the Catholic world. Thirteen 
ears ago, be said, it was found necessary to ex- 
end the work of the association in England, and 
he was glad to say that they had done much to 
correct and educate the press of this country. 
in the present crivis, and looking to the coming 
great future struggle, they had a vast work be- 
fore them. Looking to the hostility manifested 
on the Continent to the Sovereign Pontiff, he 
invited their special attention to the best means 
of asserting his infallibilitvy and his right to 
Spiritual and temporal power. One thing he 
would cali their attention to. namely, that, since 
his temporal power on the Continest had been 
denied him, his spiritual power and influence 
over his subjects had greatly increased. Com- 
menting upon the proposed system of interna- 
tional arbitration, discussed at the recent Con- 
ference at Geneva, he said there could be but 
one authorised arbitrator between the nations of 
the earth, and that ope was the one who was not 
interested in the temporal affairs of one nation 
wore than another, but was impartial to ail, aud 
that was the Sovereign Pontiff himseif. Other 
questions which he imvited their most serious 
attention to were the infallibility of the Holy 
Father himself, bis right to temporal as well as 
spiritual authority, and, amidst adi the contlict- 
ing opiuions of the world, the uitamate necessity 
of ae civil allegiance to him as their 
only safety. Within the last twenty-four hours 
it bad been intimated to him that the Catholic 
world was threatened with a controversy on the 
woole ef the decreca of the Vatican Council. 
From this and other matters that had come te 
hie knowledge, be could eee that they were on 
the very eve of one of the mightiest contro- 
versies the religious world has ever seen. 
Certainly notmug like the controversy on 
whic they were about to enter had 
take place during the last 300 years, 
and they must be prepared. It they 
would only prepare themselves. he did not fear 
for the decrees of the Vatican itself. But they 
must ha ve po half-hearted measures. They must 
have no hbelf-fearful, half-hearted assertion of 
the Sovereign Pontiff s claims. Iney must not 
fear to declare to England. and to 
the world, the Sovereign fontif’s claim 
to infalivility, bis might to temporal 
power, and the duty of the nations of the earth 
to return to their allegiance to bim. If they 
did this, if they proclaimed this with no uncer- 
tain sound, Protestante of England and Pro- 
testants throughout the world would hear them 
ead be convinced. If, onthe other hand, they 
minced matters. and spoke in half-fearful meas- 
ures, Protestants would only turn away from 
them for their want of honesty. Protestants 
kuew well what they meant and what the claims 
of the Oathohe Church were, and therefore it 
would be oest for the Chureh now to speak out, 
and he had no fear for the renault. 


Lora Shaitesbury on Scremce and 
Keligion. 

Ina recent address the Earl of Shaftesbury 
says: If he had the wealthof Giasgow, or the 
wealth of @ few people in it, so far from fearing 
the progress of science, as many people did, he 
would spend no end of money to encourage it. 
He would urge upon these masters of wisdom 
that they did not plunge deep enough: they 
should go further and widerand higher. He 
wished a thousand times as many minds were en- 
gaged in scientific pursuits, A few eminent men 
held a monopoly, and they crashed the punlic 
with their crude and abundant fancies. But 
there was no greater folly than that committed 
by those who would maintain revealed truth by 
counter-theories. The Bible has suffered far 
wore from its friends than from its enemies. In 
their timidity, they have deprecated inquiry, and 
80 have appeared to distrust their own Zion, In 
their overzeal—as if the Bible conid not take 
care of itself—they have proceeded to give ex- 
planations and ioterpretations which the lan- 
guage of Scripture would never justify, aud then 
some clever scientific man laid hold of it, andin 
bis criticisms bas overthrown the faith of many 
by his just and his ridiculing observations. Had 
he the wealth of Glasgow he would say to Max 
Muller and his Orientalists; “Here is the sum 
of £50,000 ; collect the facta you require. Send 
abroad vour meu. You say languages are dying 
out; send abroad and take the dyi 0 
the last confessions of these dying tongues.”

A TALE OF HOMBURG. 


From Chambers’ Journal, 

The Lutheran cemetery of Homburg vor der 
Hohe has no special attraction fora stranger, un- 
leas it be the profusion of flowers which spring 
up round the graves. Roses red, white, and yel- 
low, dablias, geraniums, pansies, eweet-wiilliam, 
and a legion of wild-flowere, seem to mock with 
their gaiety the sad shadows of the grave-stones. 
Many of the monuments stand in a small plot of 
their own, fenced in by a miniature palisade, and 
laid out in flower-beds and timy paths, a space 
being left for a seat under a trellised canopy. 
These gardens are more generally left to the 
bounty of Nature than tothe care of man, but 
occasionally may be seen a eombre figure stoop- 
ing over a flower-bed, or trimming the borders of 
some loved inclosure. 

I was strolling one June evening “amid the 
tombs and roses, when I saw the seat in one of 
the little gardens ocoupied by a man clad in deep 
mourning. An Englistuman certainly, from his 
appearance, I at once judged him to be, before I 
had heard the voice of alittle brown-eyed, ruddy 
child, whe wastoddling about the paths, and 
stooping over the flowers. Not far from the spot 
stood a man-servant, hidden by the arbor from 
he view of the visitors to the grave. The occn- 
pant of the seat, who was a young man of neat, 
soldier-like appearance, was gazing vacantly upon 
he little girl, who was engaged in filling a wire 
basket with flowers, picked with no small amount 
of difficulty. When filled, this was carried to 
her father (for so I naturally guessed him to be), 
duly arranged by him, and thea laid as an offer- 
ing at the foot of the bright green mound. This 
done, the child, clambering — . — father's 
side on the weat, asked him y: 

„Will mother like to smeil them, father? 

Jam sure she wall, darling,” was the reply. 

I was all this time concealed behind an adjoin- 
ing monument, whence I watched avery move- 
ment of the mourme:s who had so attracted my 
attention. Presently, the men-servea:, coming 
forward, intimated that it was getting late, and, 
with au air of authority, mingied with respect, 
opened the small gate of tbe inclosure for his 
master to pass out. The latter, kneeling for a 
moment, with his forehead resting upen the 
cross which sprang from some ivy-clad rock- 
work at the head of the grave, kissed the name 
inscribed, and, followed by his daughter, who 
insited upon shutting the gate herself with great 
carefulness, took the path to the eptraace of the 
cemetery. As soon as they were out of sight, J 
hurried to the spot which had already 8 
in me a strong feeling of cuciosity. and read 
these words, inscribed in gilt character on @ cross 
of white marble: 

Hier ruhet in Gott, Loviss MARGARETHA Marin, 
Geb. den 23 August 1349. Gest. den 4 Mai 1870. 

On the reverse of the cross, an Engiish inscrip- 
ion rau thus: 

Here rests in Loom MARGARET Martyn, the 
dearly loved wile of CWIII JoHN Mazgrrn, late a Cap- 
taip in Her Britannic Majesty's ——-th Hussars, Born 
22 August 1849, Died 3 May 1870. 

After gazing sadly at these words, and noting 
much taat I have described, I beut my way Lome- 
wards, in a saddened state of feeling. 

It was easy enough to read a tale of sorrow in 
what I had seen; but there was something more 
to be read between the lines, Ifeit sure. ‘The 
expression of the widower’s face, aud the au- 
thoritative mapuer of the servant, could not but 
mean something.

He was a stsovg-looking man of 
athletic build, and had one of your regular Eu- 

lish faces, expressrve of coolness aud resolve. 
From bis a „Ichould have said that 
there was not a healthier man in Hombure ; 
por was it easy for me, after a careful examio- 
ation, to discover his ailment. But I need not 
tell you, that it is often the phvsician’s duty to 
devote his attention to an imagivary sickness, 
and to listeo with as interested an air to de- 
lusions as to real suffering. Wubout entering 
into any technical details, it will be enough for 
me to say thet my patient described ar 
suffering from general debility and lack of 
energy. He said he was always losing. ground, 
that luck was against him, and that there must 
be some one thing radically wrong in his consti- 
tution, which prevented bis plaving a successful 
part in the world. He had tried all sorts of sys- 
tems, as he called them, but they had failed mis- 
erably, aud be was now a brokep-down man. He 
assured me that he had no mental cause of anx- 
iety, that he was perfectly happy im his domes ie 
relations, and that he was not in any degree hy- 
pochondriacal. I prescribed for him a course 
of bathing, early hours, and ar exercise, 
and, on bis taking leave, begged for my wife to 
be allowed to make the acquaintance of Mrs. 
Martyn. This request, you must understand, I 
made from a desire to have a few words’ conver- 
sation with my patient’s wife regarding his case. 
But as he grew fidgety and nervous on my mak-

manner had tended to confirm my rising appre- 
heusion that my patient’s disease was not of 
such a mature as we can minister to, and, after a

I had already 
made her acquaintance in the gardens, and had 
been 47 her singular grace and sad beauty 
of expression. I called at their lodgings one day 
after my afternoon’s work, avd was ushered at 
once into a small room at the top of the house, 
which was in Dorotheenstrasse, a street not much 
frequented, as you know, by your countrymen. 
I found Martyn and his wife seated opposite to 
each other at a small table, on which was placed 
an oval board covered with green cloth, and 
marked with the plan of a rouge-et-noir table. 
Opposite Mrs. Martyn, who was as 
croupier, was placed the inventaire of the bank, 
consistiug of rouleau of gold and silver, two 
small boxes with compartments for various 
pieces of money, the talon of white marble for 
the taille of six packs of cards to stand on, and 
the basket into which the ased cards were thrown. 
Martyn's back was turned towards me as I enter- 
ed the room; his wife faced me, so thas I caught 
at once her glance of anguish and anxiety, re- 
vealing iu a moment the nature of her husband's 
ailment, which I had suspected to be beyond my 
power to cure.

THE PHILOSOPHICAL SOCIETY. 

The Chicago Philosophical Society held its 
regular meeting last evening, corner of State 
aod Washington streets. Dr. J. A. Farwell was 
the lecturer of the evening. His subject was 
“The Retiring Footsteps of an Expiring Na- 
tion, and the Future of the African Race.” 

The speaker commenced by concisely review- 
ing the history of the nations of the world, 
dwelling especially upon sacred history and its 
prominent characters. He then proposed to 
erect, by way of illustration, a double inclined 
plane, with the nations of the world subsisting 
at its base. The apex of the plane 
was the ambition of all. As nations had desert- 
ed the base in search of the apex, others had al- 
ways been found to take their piaces. Nauons 
reaching the apex had given the world all it has 
in literature, art, and science. In the history of 
every nation it would be found that it started at 
the base. After gaining the apex, many vations 
had constantly declined, because ing more 
than they could compass. 

The speaker theu gave special attention to the 
history of our nation, aud concluded that it was 
fast losing its superiority among the nations of the 


world. o believed that, after years of menial 
servitude, the African had reached a ition 
which would prove the turning-point in his life. 


He thought the African, notwithstanding the 
legal decision that the negro had no rights 
which the white man was bound to Amp 
would ultimately gain the apex of the plane, an 
become the ruler of the nation. 

At the conclusion of the lecture, the subject 
was opened to criticism. Judge Waite had 
listened in vain for the setting forth of the 
future of the African race. To sum up his 
criticism, he confessed a disappointmeut.

LOCAL LETTERS. 
A WORD FROM 8MALL COAL-DEALERS, 

To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune: 

Sim: In last Sundav’s edition of Taz Tä- 
UNE you asserted fraud very strongly against 
all small coal-deaiers,—tiat is, those that do not 
receive the same by the cargo on dock, —charging 
them with giving short weight to their cus- 
tomers, explaining as an excuse that their 
margin is so small, being only the hauling, 
the price of which is 50 cents per ton, that they 
have no alternative but to resort to fraudulent 
means, by sending 950 Ibs for half a ton, or 1,900 
tbs for a ton, thereby increasing their profits to 
$1 per ton. 

Now, if, as you assert, a small margin be an 
ioducement to cheat among small dealers. is it 
not just as likely that the evil has reached and 
entwined itself as firmly in and around some of 
the large dealers,—the monopolists,—es- 
pecially those that have the most to 
say about small dealers? Last winter they 
were delivering hard coal for $8 per ton, it cost- 
ing them $9.25 per ton to jay the same on dock. 
Consequently they were losing $1.25 and 50 cents 
for delivering,—making a total loss of $1.75 per 
ton on every ton they sold and delivered at that 
price, 

Now, we, the undersigned coal-dealers, claim 
to be as bonorable and honest in our dealings 
with our customers, and all those that may 
favor us with their orders, as any dealer, 
large or small (monopliste included), in the 
City of Chicago. And, if there are any who 
purchase of us who have any 
doubts about getting the right weight, 
all they have to do is to weigh the load on the 
nearest scales. the driver being instructed to 
go with them and weigh,—the purchaser to pay 
for the weighing. We donot assert that there 
may not be some of the small dealers who do re- 
sort to that meaus of cheating their customers; 
but we claim that the large dealer, Who continues 
to sell to a small dealer, knowing him to be 
such, 900 ibs or 1,800 ibs, is equally guilty ; for 
he is cognizant of the fact that the same is sold 
to be delivered for half-ton and a ton respectively. 
Neither will we vouch for the fact that all 
the large dealers are strictly honest, 
particularily him who has most 
to say about dishonest small dealers. 
What must such dealers, that still continue to 
trade with bim. think of his views in last 
Sunday's Taisunz, wherein be openly charges 
them with cheating their custumers from 
200 to 300 Ibs of coal on the ton? 
Will they still continue to patronize such a 
man? Mind you, he makes no distinction, but

Or was he born with a silver spoon in 
his mouth, and nursed and raised in the lap of 
luxury, and schooled and educated by his ad- 
visers to look down from his lofty position 
upon all small dealers as swindlers aud 
thieves; and then himself as & 
mammoth, domineering, large dealer, in 
which position be could not be tempted to give

Now, if there is one man in this city who would 
take advantage of every opportunity for the pur- 


pose of increasing the price of it 
is this bi dealer; for, after the 
Chicago Fire, he did #0, but was forced by pub- 


lic indignation to reduce same to former 
prices. 

If there is anything more than another the 
public ought to be thankful for as regards coal, 
it is for the existence of so many cosi-dealers, 
in different parts of the city. If it were not for 
them, you would have to pay higher prices than 
at present, as a reference to former years, whea 
there were but few dealers, will convince you,— 
when you had to pay, a certain winter, from $22 
to $24 per ton for hard coal in this City of Chi- 
cago. Besides, the existence of so many deal- 
ers, in different parts of the city, isan eyesore 
to those that are inclined to be dishonert: for 
they don’t know but the purchaser would weigh 
the load on some scales in his vicinity, and, if 
short, they would be detected in their dishonest 
transactions.

SUFFERING IN KANSAS. 


An Appeal for Aid—Fifteen Thousand 
Settlers in the Frontier Counties 
Without Food or Clothing. 


Arcuison, Kan., Nov. 21.—The Daily Cham 
pion publishes from an advance sheet of officia 
reports made to the State Board of Agricultur 
some statistics showing the destitution existing 
in several of the frontier counties of the 
State. Seventeen counties in which ap 
aggregate. of 158,000 acres had been 
planted in corn, produced not a bushel 
of this cereal. Five of these counties produced 
an average . of wheat, rye, oats, bariey, and 
buckwheat, are abundantly able to relieve 
any individual cases of destitution in their 
midst. The other twelve counties, having an 
aggregate population of 223,877, as shown by the 
State census taken last June, are ail on the re- 
mote frontier, and settlements with them have 
all been made within the last three 
years. The eight in which the greatest 
destitution prevaila have ail been po 
within the past year or two, and the 
of their population settled withio ir 
either last spring or the preceding fall. These 
eight have an aggregate population of 
The settlers generally their first crop 
planted. They had expended all of 
their means in building their homes and 
getting in their crops. Drought and grase- 
hoppers wrought a total destruction of every- 
thing 9 had planted. leaving them totally des- 
titute. They are without either food, clothing, 
or fuel to sustain them until they can produce 
something on which to live, and must be sus- 
tained by charitable contributions of the people 
in other sections of the State and country at 

0. 

he Champion computes the number of des- 
titute in the State at from 20,000 to 25,000, but 
of these many are located in older counties, where 
the crops, with the exception of corn, were a fair 
average, aud the more fortunate citizens are able 
and willing to help their destitute neighborbood, 
but in eight counties the destitution is very gen- 
oral. Almost the whole population will need 
more or less assistance. At t 15,000 must be 
assisted during the winter, and until another 
crop is grown.

Reporter—How about Burdock ?

If he fails to do this, Cammeyer will prefer 
charges against him on account of his signing 
with the Mutuals before the season closed. The 
Hartfords and Athletics have no claim on him 
whatever. He must either play with 
the Mutuals or Chicagos. It don’t matter 
much to the Chicagos, however, whether he 
comes or not, as his absence would not 
affect the nine to any extent, the Ciub having 
engaged Warren White for the position of third 
base,at which he is the equal, if not the superior, 
of Burdock. ; 

Reporter—How about Peters ? 

Jimmie Wood—We were interviewed last week 
by one of the Directors of the St. Louis Club as

We decided at once that Peters must 
lay in Chicago, which was satisfactory to St.
